foree and the number of servants employed by the College must 
be greatly increased over former years. — 


The largest enrolimert of stadents at any one time in 
the history of the College wes four hundred and twenty-five. 
After these years of deprivation from study, twice this number 
will epply for admittance, and the College mst be ready to 
meet the appeal. 


In view of the urgent need of teachers, buildings, and 
money that will meet the new demands for education in the "ear 
Rast, I beg leave to present the enclosed Statement of College 
Yeeds for your careful consideration.

President's Report 
To the Trustees of Anatolia College, Marsovan, Turkey, 


Our last publication submitted as a President’s report was 
dated July 18th, 1916. The Anatolia institutions in Marsovan, College, 
Girls’ School and Hospital had been closed by Turkish officiais in the 
May preceding, partly as an after-stroke to the Armenian deportations of 
the summer before. 


October 3lst is our annual Founder's Day, and on that day in 
1918,the Turkish Government asked for an armistice and terms of peace. 
We immediately commenced negotiations looking to the resumption of our 
work, February 16th, 1919, the Leviathian sailed from New York carrying 
241 Relief workers for the Near Hast and the present writer was in charge 
of the party as far as Constantinople. Five of the members of the Mar-. 
sovan station were members of that expedition and the especial care of 
the women was assigned to Mrs. White, Practically every American con- 
nected with Marsovan bore an active part in Relief work at home or abroad, 
and in this service the great life of Dr. Tracy reached its culmination. 
A party of American Relief workers headed by Mr. Pye and escorted by 
British officers, who occupied and controlled Samsoun, Marsovan, and the 
region, from that date until September lst, reached Marsovan March 12, 
1919. Thus was broken the long blockade endured by the little group, 
Mr, and Mrs, Getchell, Miss Willard, Miss Gage (until her death in July, 
1918.) and Miss Zbinden, who had hel 


war, American control of mission grounds and buildings was resumed 
April 2, 1919. | 


Relief work was first in order; healing \the sick and cleaning 
up unsanitary conditions; repatriation of the deportee and refugee; food, 
on and housing for the orphan children; sheltering young women 
often with their babies released from Turkish harems; feeding the multi- 
tudes and clothing the near-naked; teaching some book knowledge and-var- 
ious industries to the children who are the hope of the futurej-these 
forms of service represented the great immediate need of the suffering 
people of our wide field; and in addition to all that was done by a fine 
group of Relief Workers, every missionary gave to the task the strength, 
at least of his right hand... But. the Relief Work is another story. With 
the left hand as it were, and in accordance with the best counsel we 
could obtain, we prepared to reopen the College. As for the Girls’ 
phage 62 except that it closed in May instead of June, 1916, it had never 
Suspended activities at all during the war; though it had been forced 
outside the American premises. The. Hospital properly resumed work as a 


Relief institution. and so continued till October, 1920, when it was re- 
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Mr, Timotheus M. Papadopoulos who was within a few weeks of graduation 
when summoned as a soldier in 1916, was awarded a diploma and degree.

The first College exercise was held September 6th, 1919, when 


Turkish officials had used the American compound for sometimes 
as many as 4,000 sick soldiers, with a death rate reaching sometimes as 
many as forty a day, and later they had quartered as many as 2,500 orphan 
children in our premises, By October lst, 1919, however, dirt and di- 
sease germs had been so far overcome that College life could be resumed. 
Never did the College bell sound better or the tower clock sweeter, 
Seldom did a more eager group of teachers and students ever greet one 
another, The war was over, the scars would mercifully heal, reconstruc- 
tion had begun, the future was full of hope. Every student was in his 
place, because, after the long interruption of study, he would rather be 
there than anywhere else on earth. 


True, there were limitations, as stated in the bulletin we 
published that year. Of the former "teachers" as contrasted with offi- 
cers of administration, only four were on the ground. There was at first 
no American "teacher® for the class room though four fine young men ar- 
rived during the year and meantime Relief workers gore tomy helped out. 
Some teachers necessarily came late and others left early as did some 
of the students, but the College was a going concern again. Student 
registration for the year totaled 166, with about 150 on the ground at 
any one time. All were in the preparatory department and only six had 
been in the school before, so rapidly had the pre-war and early-war stu- 
dents been scattered. 


| North College and the Library building were satisfactorily 
renovated. Kennedy Home was assigned to the storing of Relief supplies; 
indeed, Relief interests came first in the use of the plant, as well as 
in personal service. The 01d main building, condemned at one time as 
unsafe from the sanitary standpoint, was put to use and no harm resulted. 
The Wickes’ Industrial Self Help Wood and Iron Working Shops were in op- 
eration, though with reduced equipment and output. Grinnell Athletic 
Field, The Turkish Bath, The Bakery, Reading Room, Library, Museum, Out- 


one. The Armenian and Greek Literary Societies, Sunday Vespers and Hdu- 
cational Association resumed regular meetings. The foundations of White 
Hall and Union Hall remained as they were; workmen and building materials 
could be found, if at all, only at prohibitive prices. 

The School Year 1920-1921 opened as per calendar, September 
Sth. The full Faculty numbered 21 of whom 15 gave full time to teach-— 
ing. Of these last, four were Americans, three Armenians, four Greeks, 
one Russian, one Swiss and two Turks. And we lived and labored togeth- 
er in the love of God, and in the fear of God, at peace among oursélves, 
and with goodwill for all mankind. See accompanying picture with the

Dr. C. F. Crathern of Worcester, Massachusetts, visited us as 
a representative of the Y. M. C. A., in Cctober, 1920, and thus recorded 
his impressions in writing Dr. James L. Barton: 


"Everywhere there is no haste and no friction--everything moves 
on ball bearings. No one appears to be in command and no one seems to 
exercise authority, and yet everything goes with the precision of clock 
work and the silence of the solar system. The fine culture of the Amer- 
ican personnel, the earnest loyalty of the native teachers, a splendid 
esprit d* corps of the student body are a convincing proof of the wisdom, 
love and sympathy that are at the head and heart of this institution. 
All departments are in excellent running order, which is an amazing fact 


when one considers what the institution has been through during the last 
six years." | 


Student registration included 218 names with about 200 on the 


ground at any one time, 93 Armenians, 935 Greeks, 29 Turks, 1 Bulgarian, 
and Russians. 


The climate of Marsovan never seemed better or more healthful 
than on returning after an absence. Nourishing food, sound sleep, regu- 
lar hours, work for those who needed to earn, sport for all in the ample 
campus and Athletic Field, were features of the daily round. Lectures 
more or less formal, Literary programs, and simple social entertainménts 
were frequent events. There was a full program of Athletics, gymnastics 
aoe games and Field Day exercises were held from time to time, The Y.M.C.A, 

&bout as many members as there were boarding pupils. With gratitude 
o record an appropriation of 1,000 lires, about $600.00, from the Y. M. 
biond fund for European student Relief. Students paid into the Treasury 
»000.00, an average of $100.00 per student and these figures are a 
phi i 57, proof of the eagerness for American education on the part of 
@ people who had lost almost everything during the war. , : 
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The country is not ready for co-education, but shortage of i 
teachers led to some combination of Girls’ School and College classes i 
with good results. The Library was effectively used,- an inventory of i 
its books and papers having been made by the Librarian, Mr. Pye, on his 
return. He also made up a careful record of the losses and damage sus- 
tained by the College during the war. The Museum was open to visitors 
from outside on Fridays, and the throngs of spectators were sometimes 
so large that admission had to be by ticket to regulate their number. é 
Among the happiest students were those of Moslem faith, for whom a room (Fe 
was assigned in which they could offer their own worship in their own : 
way. Two Turkish lads from the city persuaded their parents to pay 
their bills as boarders instead of taking the short walk to and from 
their homes every day, because when lessons were over they would rather ; 
stay in the College and share in its life than to go to their own homes, Ee 
Our relations with the local government officials were very intimate | ; 
and cordial. : 


Mustapha Kemal Pasha landed at Samson and began his insurrec- 
tionary movement at Cavsa within 20 miles of Marsovan in June, 1919. 
Momentum slowly gathered during a considerable time and the European 
powers negotiating with Turkey certainly gave time enough for a great 
deal to happen. By the Spring of 1920, the Turkish officials recovered 
much of their customary self-confidence and arrogance. Increasing re- 
strictions were put on travel so that our students found much difficulty | 
in getting to their homes'for the summer vacation and returning again in : 
September. The attitude of the officials toward the College began to 
grow aggressive, but rather those of the Angora Government than our city 
officials with whom we dealt directly. Heavy demands for back taxes were 
pressed, even for the period during the war when our buildings were oc- 
cupied by the officials themselves. The course of study was the subject 
of critical inquiry and so were the diplomas of the different teachers. 
The matter of Moslem students' attendance at exercises of worship or 
Bible lessons was also the subject of protracted discussion and negotia- 
tion, and finally peremptory orders were issued to us to exclude all 
Moslem students from the religious exercises of the College under penal- 
ty of having the institution immediately closed. We yielded to those 
orders in view of all the conditions rather than close the school.

Our students of different nationalities and languages have 
held their literary societies for the purpose of cultivating their moth- 
er tongues after the fashion of students the world around, though our 
societies have always been carefully supervised to avoid the danger of 
political complications. Nearly twenty years ago, the Greeks named 
their society Pontus because of the province which in ancient times 

bore that name. When the Armistice came, some inevitable expressions : 
of mutual aspiration between the Greeks dwelling in the Pontus region iH 
along the Black Sea coast and the Greeks of the Hellenic kingdom made 
themselves felt. When our students, therefore, reorganized their liter- | 
ary society after the war, they discontinued the use of the name Pontus. i 
The society, however, was made the subject of inquiry by the officials 4 


in December, 1920 and our local authorities were entirely satisfied as 1 
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As events were running in this course, it became increasingly 
evident that the College, the Mission and the Americans had one bitter 
enemy. This was Saduk Bey Mehami, a lawyer and business man of the 
city. At the time of the deportation of Armenians in 1915, he had nom- 
inally rented from the government a house owned by the College, but out- 
side the compound, and occupied by Professor Hagopian, who was deported 
and killed. Everyone knew that the house was American property, but no 
rent was ever paid the College for its use until British soldiers occu- 
pied the city in the Spring of 1919 and afforded full protection for 
American interests. At the request of the British Control Officer, 
when government had almost ceased to function in the region, Mr. Get- 
chell acted as the local representative for the British and Allied in- 
terests, and Mr. Pye in the absence of British officers directed the 
movements of the Hindu troops quartered in the Marsovan for a time. 

Our associates thus exercised considerable influence and authority for 
the prevention of anarchy and the maintenance of justice and order. 


In this connection, Mr. Getchell collected from Saduk Bey 
rent for the College property which he had enjoyed and made use of. 
British soldiers enforced the claim. The hostility of the high-temper- 


ed Turk was nursed through many months while he waited an opportunity 
to obtain his revenge. 


In December, 1920, this Saduk Bey announced to us that he had 
been appointed Commisser by the Angora Government, not only to superin- 
tend Near East Relief affairs but the College, and everything done by 
Americans. We felt that a struggle was on and that he would win the 
first round. The official administration had grown increasingly hos- 
tile. Travel was practically entirely prevented. Our mails were sub- 
jected to an almost prohibitive censorship. College administration was 


hampered by constant interference and Saduk Bey took an increasingly 
inimical and dictatorial attitude. 


On the evening of February 12th, 1921, Mr. Zeki Ketani, senior 
Turkish teacher, after presiding at a meeting of the Turkish students’ 
literary society, was assassinated on his way home and within twenty- 
four hours was dead. We believe that his death was caused by Moslems 


who could not bear to have one of their own number help us conduct a 
Christian American School. | 


Almost that very day the headquarters of the Army Division 


covering our region were located in Marsovan with General Jemil Jahid 
in command. 


February 16th, the senior American men were summoned to the 
t Building and informed by the General and a Judge, a member 
rful court-martial called the “Independence Court®, that they 
had decided to conduct a "search® of the American premises. The aim

ps to seek evidence regarding the assassination of the Turkish teacher, 
O seaoeter arms and ammunition if there were any, and to find any 

possible evidence of "political" activity inimical to the Turkish Gov- 

ernment. On our return escorted by the Turkish Official and virtually 
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under arrest, we found our premises occupied by a force of about six 
score soldiers and four score officers who had established strong mili- 


tary control with guards at the gates, patrols in the open spaces, and 
a field telephone connected with their barracks. 


The death of the Turkish teacher was ignored that day though 
the responsibility for his death was habitually cast by the Turks upon 
the Greeks. Not the least evidence, however, ever reached us that 


Greeks had any part in the sad affair, and we do not to believe any 
charge of their guilt. 


For long hours that wintry day the officers eagerly sought for 
arms and ammunition in every nook and corner without finding anything, 
for there was nothing to find. They concentrated their attention on 
basements, and in particular, on the basement of the Hospital, where a 
poor drab who had been employed for a time as a work woman said she 
could show where military stores were located. The room that had roused 
her suspicion was the morgue. Finally, the pack mules that had been 
brought to carry away the rifles and ammunition were lead off with empty 


saddles. 


There remained the question of "political" matters. In this 
respect, our attitude toward the Turkish Government had been correct. 
We always recognized our obligations to the Government in authority, and 
our American Officials in Constantinople frequently reminded us of our 
duty to maintain a loyal attitude toward the existing Government and a 
neutral attitude as between contending parties with a spirit of friend- 


liness for all. Our domineering visitors seemed eager to find some in- 


criminating evidence, something that would implicate or compromise the 
Americans. This was the strong impression received by one of our number 
who was held in the President’s office while the search was being con-_ 
tinued there. At one time when I was present the General and the Judge 
compared notes in my office over two College maps on which they read the 
word, "Pontus". The maps were printed in Chicago some years ago to il- 
lustrate the Roman provinces in the time of Paul. But afterwards Turk- 
ish papers published statements to the effect that charts had been found 
in the College on which was outlined the province of "Pontus® which rev- 
Olutionists connected with the College planned shonld be annexed to the 
Hellenic kingdom. Pictures taken years ago and showing Greek students 
in athletic costume were charged to represent soldier organizations form- 
ed for purposes of rebellion. Some papers and documents of the College 
were taken for more detailed examination as were some of the possessions 
of the Greek Literary Society. That evening the Executive Committee of 
the Society consisting of three teachers and two students were arrested, 
and they did not come back. One picture seized upon showed a group of 
four employees dressed as outlaws who had masqueraded in this costume to 
amuse the American circle at an entertainment at Christmas, 1919. These 


men also were arrested 
court martial. and subsequently removed to Amasia for a trial by 


During these days superior officials visiting our city were 


entertained at the h 
ises, and officia ome of Saduk Bey, who lived near the College prem- 


+e 1 conclaves were often held in that house. March 18th, 
6 Mutessarif of Amasia, Osman Bey, and General Jemil Jahid in an in- 
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terview with Dr. Marden and myself in the house of Saduk Bey informed us 
that the College was regarded as a source of influence unacceptable to 
the Turkish officials. Therefore, the College, the Girls’ School and 
Hospital would be closed, and all Americans would be required to pass 
peyond the jurisdiction of the Nationalist Government except two who 
might remain to have charge of the American material plant and feed-but 
not teach-the orphan children. My claim to the right of communicating 
with our High Commissioner was rejected with disdain. It was a solem 
order. It was for us a solemn hour. We believed that we had been loyal 
throughout to the existing Government, had fulfilled the requirements 
laid upon us by our American officials, and had been thoroughly friendly 
toward all the people of the country. Our teachers and other fellow 
workers, our students, Relief dependents and friends, were thrown into 
an agony of fear. Practically every American volunteered to stay and 
plead for a chance of doing so. Mr. Compton and Mr. Hosford were au- 
thorized to remain, and Mrs. Compton also with her husband. They were 
quickly transferred from a College to a Relief status and took full 
charge of our grounds and buildings and all the persons under Relief care. 


Two days were allowed the rest of us to get ready to go, though 
by & special favor the order was not given final effect until the fourth 
day. The officials were inexorable. They alleged that our position | 
strengthened the Christian elements in the country while they were engaged 
in a life and death struggle to make a Turkey for the Turks. One charac- 
teristic point they urged was based on a letter, taken in my correspon- 
dence, from the town of Maden. This Greek town had been raided(I can | 
find no other suitable word) some thirty-five. times by Turkish officials, 
always accompanied by police or soldiers during the war, and its former 
population of 3,000 souls had been reduced by one half. In terror of one 
of these official visitations, they had addressed a letter to me asking 
me to inform British officers in Samsoun of their fears. No claim was 
made that I had acted in the matter, but the official Turkish view was 
that if the Greeks had any question relating to the Government they should 
present it to their own Government officials, and my presence was unwel- 
come because it gave those Greeks a chance to address themselves to me. 


On March 22nd, 29 persons under armed and mounted police escort 
were ejected from Marsovan. In Samsoun, we were kept under police guard 
at first but this was afterwards commuted to police surveillance on the 
demand of the Captain of an American Destroyer stationed in the harbor, 
who carried us with him to Constantinople as soon as he took the trip. 
Arriving at the Capital, we made our statement of facts to Dr. W. W. Peet 
and the American High Commissioner, Admiral Mark L. Bristol. 


It is not necessary, in this place, to specify the occupation 
found soon afterward in Mission or Relief work by different members of our 
group at different points. Suffice it to testify to the devotion, con- 
stancy, and cheerfulness of everyone during that tragic crisis. Especial 
recognition should be given to the dauntless three who remained in Mar- 
Perhaps there is no post of greater heroism anywhere than that 

8 proved to be. Also it should be said that not one of our number was 
shaken loose in his loyalty to Marsovan or to the service for which Mar- 
ti stands. There was no manifestation of bitterness or ill-will. Our 

carts were full of sorrow and of sympathy for the people of the country 
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who suffered so much. And in any thought of our group should be included 
Miss Willard, Mr. and Mrs. Wetchell, Mr. and Mrs. Pye, who for sufficient 
reasons were elsewhere at the time but were one in spirit with those of 
us who were on the ground. 


It must be said that in July 1921, there was a period of fresh 
outrages in Marsovan and the region of appalling character when a large 
part of the city was burned and one of our teachers, Mr. Tateos H. Zham- 
gochian, was burned to death in his house. In August, after a trial by 
court martial, Professor D. Theocharides, Mr. Ch. Evstathiades, and Mr. 
George Lamprianos, together with one or more students, were executed in 
Amasia on the charge of rebellion against the Turkish Government. Simi- 
larly, Mr. Gregory Chekaloff and Mr. Ev. Charalambos were deported far 
into the interior of Asia Minor. No incriminating evidence whatever a- 
gainst these teachers and students has ever reached us. The Nationalists 
perhaps wanted us Americans out of the way before they did these things. 


Of the teachers of Anatolia College, thirteen men, therefore, 
since the outbreak of the war have paid the supreme penalty, besides 
others who have suffered for the sake of Christ and his kingdom. Of 
those teachers, Ottoman citizens, who yet live, it is not certain that 
any will be in a position to resume working relations with the Institu- 
tion. Since the life of the world must go on in spite of the death of 
many, we must express gratitude that the material plant of the Mission 
and the College are usefully employed in Relief Service. We are also 
grateful that the College has no incubus of debt to encumber it in fu- 
ture. To the best of our ability, we have lived in the spirit of the 


Gospel, and have wrought in loyalty to our master, and with friendli- 


ness for all men. . There is a strong conviction that the blood shed is 
really sacrifical, and that Providence is in a sense bound thereby to 
bless our work in future, or at least to reward the labors of those who 
come after us. Meantime, in the present uncertainty with so much of 
hatred and hostility still making itself felt, we wait for the clear 
indication as to the course we should follow when conditions of war 
begin to merge into the stable conditions of peace and good will.

American education in Marsovan for the young people of this countyy 
begam more than fifty years ago, and pioneer missionaries of the Board 
had been living in Marsovan some years before that. Anatolia College 2 
was organized in 1886, was incorporated in Boston, Mass., and received | 
an imperial charter from His Majestythe Sultan in 1899. Anatolia Girls’ — 
School has carried on a parallel work-in the education of girls. Anatod | 
lia Hospital has developed into a useful and important institution. 


These institutions were closed by the Turks from May 1916 until 
the end of the war. Relief workers, some of whom had been in Marsovan 
before, reached the city again in Mareh 1919, and have steadily helped 
forward the process of relief and reconstruction through the last two :

We were eseorted back to our compound under guard, and found it 


number of civil and military officials. A field telephone had been 
installed, guards of soldiers placed at all important points, and a 
search was now begun. Aecording to plan, every party was conducted 
by an American, and ineluded at least one civil and one military of- 
ficial. The seareh lasted till nearly evening. There was a deter- 


mined effort to find weapons and ammunition, but the pack mules that | 


had been brought to carry them away went back absolutely without 
anything to carry. Some papars and other possessions of the Greek 
literary society were taken and some American papers and pictures. 


Part of the College instruction has been given through the me- 
dium of literary societies. Twenty years ago the Greek society took 
the Historic name of Pontus. Sinee the war the use of this name and 
of the seal has been diseontinued, as there have been rumors of a Pon=- | 
tus politi¢eal movement. The College, its teachers and students have 
nothing to do with polities. The College administration has been 
strice in forbidding and repressing political sentiment among the 
students, and teachers of the different nationalities have been wise 
in avoiding political complications. Nevertheless, on the evenong 
of February 16th the room of the Greek literary society was sealed, 
and its administrative council, consisting of four teachers and two 
students, were arrested and lated sent to Amasia for trial by court 
martial on political ¢eharges. 


At Christmas 1919 four Armenian employees dressed up as brig- 
ands in order to entertain the American group, one of whom snapped a 
picture showing the brigand costumes. A scopy of this picture led to 
the arrest of these four men, who were subsequently also sent to Ama- 
Sia for trial by court martial. 


The animus of the whole administration is shown by the fact that 
a few days later a native teacher was arrested and was for some days 
in prison because on two oceasions weeks or months before he had re-' 
moved a fez from the head of a Christian student and placed it on a 
Study hall desk. College regulations require Christian students to 
remove hat or cap ot fez from the head during sehool exereises, while 
Moslem students are free to follow their own social eustom in sueh eases. 


In spite of these diffieulties our work continued regularly un- 
til March 18th, when the Mutessarif, Osman Bey from Amasia, was in | 
town. Dr. Marden and myself ealled by appointment to pay our respeets 
according to our usual eustom, and met him in the home of Saduk Bey 
General Jemil Jahid being also present. At this interview the Mutes- 
Serif stated orally what he gave um in writing an hour before our de= 
parture, a copy of whieh is submitted separately. The substanee of . 
this was that the -Ollege had been proved to have sheltered politi- : 
cal propaganda carried on under the Pontus name by the Greeks, and 
that therefore the College, Girls' Sehool, and Hospital would be 
elosed; all Amerieans must leave the city and the country exeept two 
who would be permitted to remain and guard the property.

Not a s¢ool but a Hearth of Conspiracy. 


In the course of perquisition recently carried out in the pren- 
ises of the American College at Marsovan, it has been brought to light 
that the true agents of the mischievous movement for the creation of 
a Pontus Greek Kingdom on the coast of the Black Sea have been no 
other persons than those who had been for many years hotly pursuing 
their activities in a philanthropic institution. The murder of Zeki 
Bey, leader of the “Resolute Young Turks’ Club" secretly commitigd 
by the Greek youths, with the cudgel, led to an investigation, which 
resulted in shedding new light on the culprits of this mysterious 
crime and in the discovery of some glaring prodéfs that go so far as 


to fully establish the connection of the Greek Club of the American 


College with the Pontus riotous body. According to the documents 
sa@ezed the Greek Pontus Club had been established in 1904 in the 
College, and had been at work for the past twenty years. The documents 
and correspondence prepared in the College showing the connection 

with all the organization in Greece and in foreign lands, were 
regularly published in the College and were sent abroad from there. 

The graduates of the College were sent to foreign countries for 
propaganda and they have tried to create bitter, hostile feeling 
against us in these countries. The publivations made in the American 
capers by e Greek graduate of this Collese in America have also been 


s@ized . The coat-of-arms, flags and maps belonging to Pontus 


Kingdom have been seized and many correspondences and archives of 
conferences have been fount out. The head of the Club is an oid 
Creek. This lover of Greece has been teaching Creek in the College 
for 55 years. He was appointed chief of the club by the college 
body. Among the members of this Club there are Greek youths who 
served before as soldiers, and they created a military organization 
under the title of boy-scout organization. Conferences were tepular- 
ly held about militarism and occasionally drilling took place. 

The uniforms of the bandits which had been formed were got in hand - 


and five persons belonging to this bandit committee were seized in 
the College. 


The chief of the Club is arrested and the documents seized 
are under translation. According to the maps the borders of Pontus 
Kingdom were to begin from Trbbizond and Samsoun and was to stretch as 
far as Angora and Amassia. The American College in which the mean 
sons of this greedy nation hid was closed, and the College adminis- 
trators who supported them were invited to leave the country. ‘Ye 
appreciate the action as regards the College administratopa, who we 
believe were working against the wishes of the American Covernnent , 


and we trust that this will be a lesson for the other foreign 
institutions.

Anatolia Colleze, when its work was interrupted by war, 
had in sight a constituency of 500 students, 200 in the College De- 
partment and 300 in the Preparatory Department. 425 were enrolled 
in the year 1913-14.

16 approximately connected with the College Department, and 24 with the 
Preparatory Department. The College could enroll l, 000 students if pre- 
pared to care for them.

LIBRARY - MUSEUM BULDING 


To the Alumni of Anatolia College and Friends 
contributing to the new Library-Museum Building: 


The Building was nearly completed by Dr. Tracy 
before he left for his furlough in September, and the 
College rejoices in this addition to its equipment. The 
structure is not ornate, but is substantial, handsome, 
serviceable, the most acceptable school building any- 
where in ‘this region. It is made of stone hewn from 
the college quarry, brick burned in the city, lime from 
the Tavshan mountains, iron girders and cement from 
Europe. Above the first story the brick surface is pro- 
tected and beautified by a cement stucco. The ap- 
pearance is shown in the accompanying picture. 

Within, the first story contains four rooms ranged 
around the central hall, where the administration of- 
fices of the president, dean, secretary, and treasurer 
will find accommodation. On the second floor is the 
magnificent east room, where the library of 6000 vol- 
umes will be installed at the end of this school year, 
when the card cataloguing now in process is complete. 
This will also contain first class reading room privi- 
leges. The same floor contains the book shop and 
one recitation room. All the rare and old books and 
manuscripts possible, together with pictures of inte- 
rest, and other relics of historic value, are wanted for 
keeping in the library. | 


The Museum, which is the creation of Prof. Manis- | 


sadjian, occupies nearly one half of the third story, 
being directly above the Library, and like it having 
windows to the east, north, ahd south, admitting am- 
ple light. There are eleven show cases, with about 


40 mammals and other large animals,7o birds,50 ani- ~ 


mals in alcohol, 100 kinds of molluscs, 2500 different 
insects mostly butterflies and moths, 1200 plants, 100 
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specimens of wood, 900 minerals and rocks, 1100 fos~ 
sils, and various other things. Another case contains 
the collections of the Anatalia Archaological Club. 
The objects are mostly from Asia Minor. Two days 
in the week the Museum is open to the public from 
2 to 4 P. M., and is much visited by school children 
and also by grown persons. In the first weeks of its 
use the number of visitors was about 200 per wees 
The reading room is visited by about 1000 a week to 
read. 
Weneed many more specimens of larger wiic 
animals, but any object of nature, if well preserved 
and accompanied by a note in regard to its or:gin 
date, and donor, will bea welcome addition ‘to the 
collections.

To the Graduates and Former Students 
of Marsovan Theological Seminary, 


Dear Friends:— 


It was in 1864 that the Seminary was established 
in Marsovan, and the year 1914 therefore completes a 
half century. In connection with the Commencement 
exercises of the schools located here it is planned to 
call Sunday, June 21st, “Seminary Sunday”, and at 
that time to observe the Jubilee of the institution. 
We desire to have letters from as many as possible of 
the former students to be read in whole or in part at 
that time, and to have a special commemorative ser- 
mon preached. Mr.Smith,Pastor Asadourian, Dr,Riggs 
and other laborers in the early years of the institution 
have gone now to their eternal reward. The same is 
true of many of the early students. .An aggregate of 
about 180 men have been students, of whom probab- 
ly one third have ended their service on earth. The 
graduates are 119, About midway across this span of 
fifty years Anatolia College was born from the Semi- 
nary and has been doing its work ever since. Since 
that time many who in an earlier day might perhaps 
have taken the Seminary course have been students 
in the College. These years have also been diffi- 
cult for other reasons to the ministers of the gospel 
in this country, but there never was greater need than 
now for “The glorious gospel of the blessed God 
which was committed to our trust’’, especially in these 
years of transition for everything political, social, re- 
ligious, in this country. Not only are leaders needed 
but strong leaders. Faithful, earnest, self-sacrificing 
work has been done by the great number of pioneer 
ministers in this country. We believe that strong e- 
vangelical movements among the people can not be 
far distant. 

We therefore ask you to write a full letter to be 
read,or reviewed at the anniversary occasion next 
June. Tell of the Seminary studies and experiences 
that have been of value to you in your life work. Tell 
of the work that you have been doing since the day 
when you received your diploma.

My. Dear Home 


An event took place here on our naidbed one week ago last Sat: 
urday, April 11th, which | think will greatly interest all of our 
former Home boys, and for that reason I am sending you each a re- 
port of the celebration, also a photograph, both of which will, 1 hope, 
give youa good idea of what took place at that time. The great 
occasion to which I refer was the laying of the corner stone for the 
new Home Building. I think you all Rnow that the old Home where 
you spent so many happy hours has been sold, and that this year,for 
lack of room elsewhere, the small boys who were with us last year 
have been housed in the former Orphanage. As no suitable building 
was ready we were unable to take in any new boys this year,and now 
that we have hope for the completion of a part of the new buildings 
by the first of September next, we feel great cause for rejoicing. 


The new Home is to be located in the vacant lot on the opposite 
side of the road as you turn to go toward Khuderluk. The location is 
an idealone and the plant when completed will furnish accomodations 
for one hundred borders and fifty day pupils. Our plan is to keep the 
Home ideals much as. we have in past years. Not more than fifty boys 
will live. tegether in one building. The largest building of the 
threewhich we lope to erect will be for school purposes only. Here 
we will have the large study hall capable of seating one hundred 
and fifty boys, and classrooms for the acomodation of all. In this 
Same building we will. also have a dining room.and kitchen, but the 
home life of the boys will be separate in the other two buildings 
where the dormitories will be located,sitting rooms, gymnasium, ete. 


Thelaying of the corner stone on April 11th was for one of the 


three buildings which we are hoping to erect in the near future, 
This building which will accomodate fifty boys, is promised, com-— 
pleted, September first. So for this next year the Home life of the 
small boys will be much thesame asin former years. But when 
the three buildings are completed we will then have a separate plant 
which will enable us to have separate accomodations in class rooms, 
recitation rooms, dormitories and play ground fon these boys. This 
I think for their best good will be greatly in advance of our fornier 
work where they were allowed to mingle so gies with the largér 
boys at the 
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‘“. The student body participated in the exercises at the time 
that the corner stone was laid. All College work was suspended 
for the time being and so the students were free to participate in the 
program. A procession was formed in front of the old College 
building headed by the brass band, The small boys at the. Home 
had the honor place behind the band, and then followed members of 
the Faculty, students, girls from the school and friends from. the 
city. The procession marched over to the new grounds and there 
after a brief program consisting of music by the band, songs by the 
various classes, and a brief address by your Home father, Dr. White 
led in prayer dedicating the new building to the Heavenly Father 
who loves and cares for small boys. Trowels were then handed to 
Mrs. Riggs and Mrs. Smith and with their own hands they placeed 
the mortar which cemented the corner stone in tts place. 


In looking up the records of the Home since its foundation 
I was very much interested in some facts and figurs which I men- © 
tioned in my address, and which may be of interest if repeated here. 
The Home was founded.in 1894 by Mrs. Riggs. During the inter- 
val.of twenty years there have been but three Home mothers. Mrs. 
Riggscared for the work from 1894 to 1898. Mrs. Smith from 1898 
to 1905, and Mrs, Getchell from 1905 to the present day. In 1894, 
twenty years ago, the work started with only sixteen pupils, and of 
that number twowere Greeks, and fourteen were Armenians. From 
that time on the numbers gradually increased, fifty being. thc limit 
for which we had accommodations. During these years five hundred 
twelve boys have lived at the Home, and the names of twenty-seven 
monitors appear on our record books. To the success of the Home 
and its wonderful influence upon young boys I attribute the work of 
the mothers and that of the monitors as most important. It would be 
a happy reunion if these five hundred twelve individuals could come 
together, but of course that will be impossible in this life. However. 
with the little Home as a center I feel that these five hundred and 
twelve individuals are exerting a great influence in the different 
parts of the world where they are scattered. It is a well known. 
fact in Anatolia College that the boys who are first in scholarship 
and deportment are generally those who have been trained at the 
Home. For a number of years we have had among the most influ-. 
ential members of our Preparatory Faculty teachers who had their 
early training in the Home. During a recent visit in Samsoun I met 
a score of our former Home boys, and I noted with much pride that 
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they are among the more influential business men of that busy, 
commercial city. You who arein Europe and America are doing 
your best to prepare yourselves for your life work, and many of you 
are making a notable record in the schools and colleges that you are 
attending. Some of you are already settled in business of your own 
and are making marked progress along your lines of work. And 
so I might go on indefinitely talking with you about the Home and 
of the individual boys who have lived init. I am thankful indeed 
for the small part that I have had in helping you to see life at its 
best, and I hope with the finishing of the new plant and with the 
work more concentrated than it has been in the past Mrs. Getchell 
and I will both have a closer touch with the boys, and be able to be 
of more real help to them in the future than we have in the past. 


A good friend in America has seen the importance of this 
work for the training of these yonng boys and has sent us money for 
this first building. It has occured to me that the five hundred 
twelve boys who have lived at the Home might desire to have a little 
part it its furnishing. I know that most of you are not well enough 
established in your life work to be able to send a large sum for this 
purpose, But there are some things that we might do together that 


would enable us to dedicate a room or a series of rooms to the former 


Home boys. For instance the desks in the new school room will cost 
LTq. 50.00, also the new bedsteads for fifty boys will cost the same 
sum, 


Many of you boys are interested in athletics and I think some 
of you will remember with pleasure the old indian clubs and dumb 
bells and the famous class in gymnastics during the reignof Mr. 
Meimarides, You will also remember the former playroom at the 
_ home and the good times you used to have there in the use of the rope 
ladder, the rings and the simple apparatus that was then furnished 
for athletic use. In the new Home gymnasium we shall need appar- 
atus and I hope we will be able to have something.much more mod- 
ern and up to date than what we had before. But this also calls 
for money and 1s an opportunity for some of you former Home boys 
to furnish an equipment that will be really worthy thename. The 
sum of LTq. 50.00 here would go far toward giving us the much 
needed apparatus for this room. 


A sum of LTq. 25.00 would be needed to finish off one of the 
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dormitories, and there are three of them. The same sum would be 
needed to finish off the study hall, aside from the LTq. 50.00 needed 
for the seats. The grounds outside the building at present are only 
a wilderness. Much grading will need to be done, trees set out, ath- 
letic field planned, and roads and paths laid from the main street 
to the Home premises. For this latter work outside of the building 
we shall need not less than LTq. 100,00, There are other needs 
that may come to the minds of many of you as you remember the 
limited accommodations at the old Home and our lack for even the 
necessities of life there. I mention these needs, various and numer- 
ous, merely as suggestions to you as to what you might do windivid- 
ually or collectively to show your gratitude for what the Home has 
done for you. A room ova series of rooms furnished and set apart 
to the memory of former Home boys would be a lasting monument 
and would always remain as an inspiration to the boys now living 
in the Home, 


If possible I would like to have this circular letter with the 
enclosed picture of the laying of the corner stone reach-every one of 
the five hundred twelve boys who have lived at the Home, I regret 
to say that many addresses are not available and so 1 wish. to ask 
each one who recetves this letter to send me the addresses of as many 
of the former Home boys as he may have in his possession. I. will 
keep a careful. record here of all the names to whom I send this letter 
and so I think before many months I will be able to reach most. of 
the boys who have been inmates of the Home. In sending money I 
wish to state that the smallest amounts will be acceptable and will 
be used for the purpose designated, so no one of you need to feel the 
impossibility of having your name on the honor list stmply because 
you cannot contribute a large sum. ; 7

Dear Friend: - 


The time has come to appeal with all earnestness to ! 
every former student of Anatolia College if possibie to maintain 
at iegast one prot$gé in the institution, as it opens for the 
resumption of instruction on the first day of October, 


It is not necessary here to repeat the sad story of 
the Armenian and Greek deportations, with the death, ths humiliation, 
anu the misery involved, The essential facts are known, though 
it is uifficult to realise at ali their significance in the case 
of actual individual beings. The process of restoration and 
recovery has begun. people are cresping back from the deserts 
to which they have been deported, or oresping out of the corners 
where they have found shelter till the storm exhausted itseif, 

The survivors are bravely trying to reconstruct family life and 

 gociai institutions in the decimated and impoverished communities. 
The great hope of the future is in the children and young people, 
and the desire for school privileges is if possibile stronger than 
ever, Sspecially as for five long years most of the lads have had 
no schooling at all, Some communities pleading for rsiief, send 
word sayings: "We are hungry and naked, but we want schools for our 
children before we get food and clothing for ourselves", Come 
i@ading men calculate that in spite of all the losses in numbers 
ami property, the Christian ccmmunities will recover both in a 
few years, provided American institutions in the country maintain 
the helpful isadership they have shown in thse past, 


Of the American Colieges in the country closed by war 
conuitions, Anatolia is probably the only one to reopen this fall, 
We are now renovating the College pliant and hope to have twelve 
Or more teachers on the ground by October let. We can provids 
for about 200 students; those who are able, are ready to pay full 
prices, $200.0 per year for a boarder, or $44.00 for a day pupil. 
But many bright boys are hansless, friendiess and penniless; yet 
they are the hope of the future, If the course of their education 
cam be promptiy started, they should be the leaders among their 
peopie in the generation to care. Ye ask thet, if in justice to. 
Other obligations you can rightly do so, perhaps with the help of 
soue Sunday School class, or club, or individual friends, you may 
provide for the support of at least one student in the “oliege 
where you got your start.

I hope you will be glad to 
hear, and I am sure you will be gratified that while our work has come far below | 
normal standards I believe the quality has been good. | 


Of course Helief work holds the first place, but as Relisf work di- 
minishes with some general improvement in.the country, it is very important that — 
vducational work should be gathering momentun. There have been over 600' young persons 

under instruction on these premises’, and there never mere more than 700, though our 
most advanced College students this year have been those who completed the Preparatory 
Department. 


If you think a little i aa sure you can realise how strong is the appeal 
for the ecaucation of the boys who have come through the experiences of war and deport- 


jon aliv>. whey are the hope of the future. Those whose parents are able to pay College 
bills do so willingly, but great number have no mothers, and still more have no fathers 


and others come from homes of absolute poverty. What shail we do for these boys? 


Frankly our former students did not furnish quite as much help es we hop= 
for last year. Mr. Ayvad seut (500.00, and Dre bedrosian yi00.00, but we hoped that 
many former students would wish each to suppert one student im College in full or ait 
least in part, either a boarder or a day pupil. We were able to receive only 6: benee 
ficiarics last year, and if public conditions are reasonably favorable the nuaber 
ought to dowble in the year to com@e I wish we could put the full force of this appeal 
uoon each forver Anatolia student. The value of education is, recognize. The College 
plant ami teaching staff may undertaxe now to meet the growing demands. Jur beginning 
this last year has been comparatively. small, The mmber.of students ought soon tobe. 
largely increased, But we cannot admit hopeful and urgent but pénniless applicants un- 
less from some source help is available for them. Can we rely on you to provide at 


least for one student for the coming year? “efore we gan promise students we must mow 
that former students promise the administration of the school where they got their start 


If there ever was need for American eviucation in the Anatolia Celleze field it is now. 


lay the College rely on your co-operation? eninge you can enlist some Group, or class, 


or club te share in what you undertake.

One pastor recently informed me that the members of his congregation, who are the most helpful are men 
who were trained in Anatolia College! This desire to make the most of life, and to be of real service, never afraid 
of ‘self-sacrifice, and ever ready to face danger, and, if needs he; to meet a martyr’s death for the sake of Truth, is 
what | call the Anatolia College Spirit. It is with this spirit that our martyred professors and students gave their lives; 
and it was in this same spirit that many of our students sacrificed themselves in the Turkish army, during those years Wl 
of enforced military service. Yes, there were heroes among our Anatolia College boys, as they did their daily work, 
as soldiers, making roads; as doctors; as druggists; as officers, training men to fight in a cause, in which they could | 
not believe; as petty officials in the distribution of food and clothing; or as a common soldier when, many wrth their 
superior culture and training, were obliged to. become the personal attendants of ignorant Turkish officers of higher 
rank, 


Even in these conditions, often worse than slavery, where every rising sun ushered in new fears and dangers 
and often tortures too horrible to be described, my personal observation was, that the Anatolia College man stood the 
test, and, far more often, remained true to his own best self than others, whose training had not taught them that the 
possession, which trials and persecution could not take from them, was Character. 

How very deeply interested we all are in that land once known as Turkey! We have all followed, with heart- 
ache, the course of events in Armenia during the year, and we, who. are American citizens, hang our heads with 
shame, as we see how very little we have done, asa nation, to relieve the political oppression, and to help that heroic 
nation to declare and maintain Independence. | 

We are glad that the American public has kept up its interest in the Relief work, and we must expect American 
philanthropy to continue distributing its millions, until the time comes when there will be no longer need. : 

The very sudden turn of Greek politics has been a surprise to the whole world! Let'us hope that the present 
administration will continue to hold the laurels won by the war, and to hold fast to those foreign possessions that will 
‘i make Greece one of the foremost nations in the Near East. "4 | 

As great as are all of our interests in the politics of Turkey, Anatolia College must always remain the ‘‘hub’’ of 
our personal interests for it was there, that the most important years of our lives were EM, and, I hope most of us can 
say, the happiest years. _ 

Dr. White reports upon the school year schicl closed in Tues: that 166 boys cineiid: deisiels the first year after 
the war. Of this number, 77 were boarders and 96 day pupils. Five nationalities were represented ‘during the year, 
the Armenians, in spite of deportations, massacres and plunder, taking the lead in numbers. “During the year, 77 
Armenian boys through their poverty found their way to the College. _The Greek students came in a close second, 
numbering 75. Turks were 12, Bulgarians 1 and Russians 1. | ,

Dear Graduates and Former Students of Anatolia College: 


Since sending out my College Circular in February, I have been planning to keep you informed regarding the 
success of the campaign. The response from students and friends of the College has been most gratifying. To date, 
students have contributed $438.00 in cash and $50.00 in pledges; other friends $1,701.64 in cash and $295.00 in 
pledges. Total $2,484.64. Letters and checks continue to come to my desk. 


I am sure you have all learned of the recent events in Marsovan and are anxious to learn the truth of what ac- 


tually took place. Without relating details, I am passing on to you quotations from our most recent letters under date 
of April 9-14. 


“In September, 1920, the schools opened with more pupils than were enrolled the previous year. Up to Feb- 
ruary, 1921, there were about 200 in each of the schools and nearly 500 orphans on the premises. On the evening of 
February 12, Zeki Eff, the Turkish teacher, was assassinated on his way home and when only about one block from 
the College gate. His sudden death is now believed to have been caused by Moslem vengeance. About this date, the 
Headquarters of the 9th Army Division was transferred from Amasia to. Marsovan. 


During the breakfast hour on February 16, the Americans were summoned to the Government building; five 
men went, and there they were informed that the premises would be searched. The purpose was three-fold: first, evi- 
dence for murder of Turkish teacher; second, for hidden arms and ammunition; third, evidence of political propa- 
ganda conducted by Greeks or Americans. For this search, more than 200 soldiers surrounded the College and guards 


were stationed at all important points. Pack mules were brought to carry away the quantity of ammunition said to be 
at the College, but went away empty! } 


Papers and possessions of the Pontus Club were taken and some American papers and pictures. The search 
lasted until nearly evening, after which the Pontus Club Room was sealed and its Administrative Council, four teach- 
ers and two students, were arrested and sent to Amasia for court martial on political charges. 


During the Christmas celebration in 1919, four Armenian employees dressed as brigands for the amusement of 


the American circle, one of whom snapped a picture showing the brigand costumes. A copy of this picture led to the 
arrest of the four men. | , 


After February 16, work continued until March 18, when the Mutessarif from Amasia came over and stated 
that it had been proved that the College sheltered political propaganda carried on under the Pontus Club, and that be- 
cause of this offence he was closing the College, Girl’s School and Hospital; all Americans must leave the city and 


and the country except two who would be permitted to remain and guard the property. Later three remained, Mr. 
and Mrs. Compton and Mr. Hosford.’’ 


Promise was made that the Hospital would not be occupied. The promise was not kept. 


The names of those who have been arrested are as follows:— Prof. Theocharides, and Messrs. Chakaloff, 


Evstathiades, Lambrianos, Pavlides, Zhamgochian, Dadurian and Hovhannes Sivaslian. There are also other employ- 
ees and students whose names are not mentioned. ‘ 


i Most of the Americans went on to Constantinople, a few remaining in Samsoun with the hope of returning to 
arsovan.

The American High Commissioner in Constantinople is doing all he-can for the protection of the work and 
the workers in Marsovan; but just how much he may be able to. accomplish remains to be seen. America, though 
never technically at war with Turkey, has not renewed her diplomatic relations with that country since the armistice 
was signed and, as the world has observed during the past two years, she has no desire or inclination to mix in the 
politics of Europe or the Near East. The allies are busy looking after their own selfish interests and now that-Con- 
stantine has returned to the throne, Greece is given to understand that she must fight her battles alone with Turkey. 
Could she do this without secret help being given by some of these powers to her enemy, Greece might be able to 
accomplish more than the spectators sitting on the grand stand now think possible. 


However, Our greatest anxiety just these days must be for our friends who have been cast into the Turkish 
What will be their fate? Our heart aches for those of you who are closely related to the members of this little 


company now under fire and persecution; but we must not become discouraged or hopeless for we all know that God 
has wrought miraculous deliverances in the past and that His power never fails.

Dear ‘anit Former Students : 


My last general letter to you was written soon after the events in March, which closed our College, and again 
scattered the teachers and students of that Institution, which holds so many sacred memories for us all. 


No doubt many of you have heard additional details regarding those sad days; and I now wish I had more 
direct information to give you about our mutual friends and associates, who were imprisoned by the Nationalists. 
Occasional word comes direct from Mr. Compton to our associates in Constantinople, and from there it is passed 
on tous. Mr. Compton wrote of the Easter Service which was conducted by Mr. Pavlides, who was released only 
for the occasion, and again imprisoned. Later word from Marsovan in July states that Prof. ‘Theocharides and 
his companions are well. This latter information is cheering, for we know the Greeks, along the Black Sea Coast 
and throughout the Interior, are greatly suffering, since the Greek offensive began. 


No doubt, you are all following events in the Greco-Turkish campaign, with almost breathless interest; and, 
as I write these lines, it looks as if the tables had turned in favor of the Greeks. Let us hope and pray that the 
long-looked-for day of political and religious freedom for the long-suffering Christians, under Turkish rule, is at hand! 


I am in close touch with Dr. White, and hear from him frequently. His last letter was dated July 25, and 
written from Kara Korea, Bulgaria; where among the pines of that region, he and Mrs. White, with their daughter 
Miss Margaret, have been spending a few weeks. Dr. White speaks of having met more than one hundred former 
students in Constantinople. I wish he might have sent us the list of names; as it would have been of much satis- 
faction to know just which ones have been able to escape their persecutors in the Interior. 


A few days ago I sent Dr. White a cable, telling him that Mrs. Getchell and I are sailing on October 15th 
for Smyrna, where we are to be located until we can return to Marsovan. In reply, he cabled that he and Mrs. 
White would arrive in America early in October. So we are hoping to have a few days together here, in Boston 
or New York, before we sail. Dr. White and I had corresponded about meeting in Naples or Athens, but this 
plan is better for all concerned. Dr. and Mrs. White will have much information, about conditions and people, to 


impart, that we will all want to hear; and I hope it will not be tong, after his arrival, before Dr. White will be able 
to pass on his own messages to you. 


Mrs. Getchell and I are sailing on the S. S. “‘President Wilson,’’ Cosulich Line, from New York. We want 
you all to know how happy we are in the thought of going to Smyrna now, with the hope of a not-far-distant return 
to our work in Marsovan. As we return to the land, were we have spent so many years, we shall not forget you, 
who were with us there; and I hope we may yet be able to meet many of your relatives and friends, who will ask 
most affectionately about you and your welfare. You, who are favored to be living in this land of freedom, we ask 


that you do not forget your relatives and friends, who are obliged to remain under conditions of living, that are far 


worse than anything witnessed in your day. Those left behind need your letters of sympathy, your money and 
your prayers. 


Upon our return, any service that we may render to those of you who still have relatives or property in that 
land, will be gladly undertaken. vo

its faculty, who died by massacre or as the result of harsh treat- 
ment; that more than twice as many of our students were killed; 
that the College was closed by Turkish authorities, and the prem- 
ises occupied for more than three years as a Military Hospital; 
that it took momths of labor at great cost to cleanse the build- 
ings and grounds from filth and contagion left by Turkish soldiers; 
that it seemed almost impossible to assemble a new faculty, owing 
to the wholesale destruction of educated men: in spite of all this, 
the College is a going concern once more, and we wish our friends 
to know that, of all the American institutions overcome by these 


conditions, Anatolia College is the only one that has been able to 
resume work after being closed. 


On October ist, 1919, less than one year after Armistice was 
declared, the Gollege resumed work. For lack of room, student 
enrollment was limited to one hundred and fifty—quite a contrast 
to the four hundred and twenty-five who were enrolled in 1914:

"there would be one thousand pupils in the College if we were pre- 
pared to take care of them," adding, "not to rise to the emergency

The present school year opened on September 8, 1920. As last | 
reported, two hundred boys were in attendance, and more Moslem in 
students enrolled than ever before in the history of the College. 
Again, about one-half of the students are beneficiaries, for at 


least a part of their expenses, and to provide for such, adds an \ 
extra burden to the College.

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Dear Friends of Anatolia College: 

In the letter sent out last February, signed by Dr. Barton and 
myself, you were given the very latest news regarding the work of 
the College, and information as to its financial needs. 


Up to that date, more than two hundred boys were busy with their 
lessons in the College and Preparatory Departments; about the same 
number of girls were in attendance at the Girls' School; double this 
number of orphans were having food, shelter, protection and the priv- 
ilege of study, making a total of more than eight hundred young people 
who were under training on the Mission Premises in Marsovan. Besides 
this large group of eager, active, healthy, energetic students, there 
were more than one hundred sick anc suffering—survivors of depor- 
tation and attempted massacres—who were being given a new lease of 
life, as a result of loving care and attention received in the Ana- 
tolia Hospital, located next door to the College. Here, in these 
different institutions, from eight hundred to one thousand students, 
orphans, refugees, attendants and employees, with the American group, 
were living and working together, all happy in the daily blessings 
of returning health, and in the privileges afforded, of food to eat, 
clothes to wear and of lessons to learn—when suddenly, without warn- 
ing, Turkish Nationalist leaders, under Mustafa Kemal Pasha, closed 
all the institutions, scattered the students, occupied the Hospital 
for their own sick and wounded, and sent all the Americans out of 
Kemal's domain, under guard, as far as the Black Sea Coast. Three, 
however, were allowed to remain to care for the orphans, and to look 


after the American property. Later other Relief Workers were allowed 
to join the three Americans who remained. | 


Such, in brief, is a report of what has taken place on the Col-. 
lege Campus, and on the American Premises, after our letter was sent 
out in February. But as President White writes: **We completed seven- 
tenths of a year's work, good and gratifying work, too, before this 


interruption.'' This is in addition to the previous year's work, 
completed in full. 


The exigencies of long continued war have, for the second time, 
closed the door of Anatolia College, but the College Authorities, 
who have helped to pilot the institution through varied political-~. 
storms in the Turkish Empire, during the thirty-five years of its |

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ORIGIN 


In 1864 the Western Turkey Mission of the American 
Board established its Theological Seminary and Girls’ School 
in Marsovan. Anatolia College by a natural process sprung 
from the Seminary in 1885. In thirty years the institution 
has graduated over 300 young men, and has taught over 
2000 for longer or shorter periods. 


LOCATION 


Marsovan is located in the northern part of Asia Minor, 
about midway on a line drawn east and west, and 65 miles 
south from the Black Sea at Samsoun. The altitude, 2500 
feet, the climate, air, water and local products in grain, 
vegetables, fruits, and other foods, are very favorable for 
the purposes of schools. The city has 30,000 inhabitants. 


FIELD 


The field of the College covers the northern half of Asia 
Minor, and curves around the eastern shore of the Black 
Sea including the western part of the Caucasus and reaching 
as far as the Crimea and Russia proper. There are always 
students in attendance from the Balkan States. 


ORGANIZATION 


The Prudential Committee of the American Board are 
the Trustees of the College, and hold a charter from the 
State of Massachusetts. This ensures stability, confidence, 


and continuity for the administration. All property is held - 


by the Trustees. The local control in Marsovan is vested 
in a Board of Managers appointed by the Trustees. The 
Faculty, of which a majority are Ottoman citizens, is re- 
sponsible for instruction and discipline. The college con- 
fers the B. A. degree, and our diploma is usually accepted 
by American universities and professional schools, and jus- 
tified by the young men who come to this country to study. 


ALUMNI AND FORMER STUDENTS 


We are in touch with over 100 Anatolia graduates and 
former students in America. The result is interesting, 
gratifying, surprising. ‘They are prize men in the univer- 
sities; earning high wages as skilled laborers; making a 
good beginning in the professions; doing well in business 
positions —they have got their feet on Jacob’s ladder and 
are climbing up. For every one who does creditably here, 
several are useful citizens in Turkey and the Levant, as 
preachers, teachers, doctors, merchants, manufacturers, 
artizans, — as leaders in different personal occupations and 
in public positions. Such men are among the pioneers who 
are to reconstruct the whole religious, educational, social, 
and economic fabric of their people. 


HIGH WATER MARK 


In 1914 at the Jubilee of the Seminary and the Girls’ 
School, the College Faculty included 25 men: 6 Ameri- 
cans, 1 Swiss, 1 Russian, 8 Armenians, and 9 Greeks. 
There were 425. students representing four “nationalities,” 
approximately: 160 Armenians, 200 Greeks, 40 Russians, 
and 25 Turks. 112 students did some form of work in 
part payment of College bills, as the College has ever 
stressed the principle of Self-Help, and maintained a large 
Industrial Department. During this year, 1913-14, stu- 
dents paid into the treasury almost $25,000. : 


THE PRESENT CRISIS 


The existing condition of war, the blow aimed at the 
Armenians, and the animus of the present Turkish regime 
toward all. Christians and all foreigners, have temporarily 
paralyzed the College. Of the teaching staff 21 men have 
been lost to the institution, few of whom can be expected 
evertoreturn. Since May 10, 1916, all grounds, buildings, 
and equipment have been under control of the Ottoman 
officials.

Anatolia College is nearing the end of a really reward- 
ing year of work, the first since the dreary inte-ruption caused 
by the Great War. From May 1916 to April tIgtg_ the 
grounds, buildings and equipment were controlled by Turkish 
officials. With the resumption of American service in Marsovan 
Relief work claimed,-and still rightly claims, the first place. 

There are handicaps to overcome in opening and con- 
ducting a college in a field from which the smoke of ithe 
terrific struggle has not yet lifted. But by October rst, ‘1919 
enough of the material plant had been put in condition to 


begin regular instruction. The first academic exercise was 


indeed a commencement, for on September 6th one voung man 
who had almost completed his course in igt6 received his dip- 
loma and degree. The Alumni Library- Museum, Nerth College, 
and parts of the Old Building, including the dining room and 
the study hall, are in use. Kennedy Home, four College houses 
and other facilites are gladly furnished for the purposes of Ielief. 

Of the old Faculty 11 men are dead, and 14 more were 
drafted for military service. But a teaching staff has been ga- 
thered well adapted to present needs, and now including 3 
Americans, 4 Armenians, 5 Greeks, 1 Russian and 1 Turk, while 
certain administrative responsibilities are carricd by persons 
chiefly occupied with Relief work.

The substance of our conference 
on the day you were present is, however, carefully preserved 
and the: votes taken are those strictly in accordance with the 
understanding on that day. I think, therefore, that you will 
find everything just as you left it. 


I am sending a copy of this to Dr. White. It 
should have gone long ago but for various reasons it has been 
impossible to keep up to date. 


We are getting some disquieting letters from 
Marsovan. The situation there must be desperate for the Ar- 
menians and very discouraging for the Americans. The papers 
today indicate that the powers that be are going to try to stay 
the hand of the Turk, ur hope must lie in them; there seems 
to be nothing to bank upon in America. However, we all know 
that it is darkest just before dawn, and never has it been so 
dark as it is now; therefore, have we not a right to believe 
that daybreak is near and that, too, daybreak into a glorious 
day of liberty and development in the Near East? We have 
hae fe Fd to cling to our optimism. This is the duty of a 


Christian, even though at we cannot see our 
our face. 


IT should have written you several days ago to 
express my deep sympathy with you over the death of your brother. 


Even though you were not umprepared to find him gone when you 
arrived, still it must have been a distinct shock. We never

I find it difficult to portray the situation as it 
confronts us now with reference to advance in Turkey which 


will harmonize with my own deep impulse and desire. I think 


you can feel the pulse of the financial situation as well as 
any of ug here. The Congregational World Movement in con- 
nection with the Interchurch has in a large measure tied our 
hands so that we cannot make special appeals for Anatolia 
College or any. other institution. But Anatolia College . 
being in the schedule for fifteen thousand dollars leaves 
you and all of us free to make an appeal up to that limit. 
When the drive is off, then I believe we can take hold for 
& more aggressive and united push for the College. Mr. 
Shellcross was in a day or two ago and said he had seen you 
and would see you again with reference to some concerted, 
united effort out in the Middle West for the College. 


| Now what I have said above in regard to finances 
applies also to the matter of recruits. That Dr. White 
could use recruits in a very much larger number and needs 
them in order to carry on an aggressive college work there 
can be no question whatever. We all trust Dr. White and 
believe in him, but you can readily understand that we cén- 
not concentrate upon Marsovan and give it its full supply of 
reinforcements by robbing other institutions. There are as 
many students in Tarsus College as in Marsovan, with only 
one American who has ever been there before and a young man 
who hés just gone out; there is no one in the College at 
Aintab, since Dr. Merrill is probably on his way home; and 
no one at Buphrates College for the college work, although 


the work has very much slowed down now, but we have no one in 


sight to send in. Now you can see that it would not do for 
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Mr. Getchell--2 


us and neither would it be just to send into Marsovan men 

newly appointed for the work and leave these other places 

with no one whatever. We cannot do that. And I do not 

see how in the next few months Dr. White can expect more | 
new appointees for Anatolia College. There is a necessity | 
to call a hait to a certain extent. It is impossible for 
the Trustees of the College to see only Anatolia College | 
and not try to see the work as & whole in the entire country. \ 
You may say that this is one of the disadvantages of having | 
the Prudential Committee Trustees of the College, because as i 
members of the Prudential Committee they see all these other | 
needs and understand them. But I am sure that any Board of | 
Trustees would want to have its college move along in harmony 
with other educational movements in the country. Have you 
any remedy to suggest in this line? 


You have already learned that Mr. Wiggin passed 
away very quickly at the end last Monday morning. We were 
not any of us surprised to get the telephone message, but 
we are never quite ready for the final message. He has ) 
been a very sick man for some time, and there has been no . [ 
expectation that he would ever be much better. He suffered |

indemnity claims in Turkey; and especially to show to the De t 
the claims worked out for Maireovan Station by Reve Grnest Pye, in the 
hope of getting their suggestions or criticisms to guide us in the 
preparation of claims fer other Stations, I wish to report to you my 
impression of how matters stand. I trust that both Mr. Cet hell and 
Mr. Pye will file similar reports with you, and that we may ve co- 
pies of these reports in the Constantinople Office, for our guidance 
thers. 


Througn Mr. Cehmavonian, appointment was made for us with the 
office of the Selicitor of the Gtate Department (not the Solicita@ Gen 
eral of the United States), and we were received by Mr. Mat 2gar on Tues— 
day morning. Mr. Schmavonian accompanied us. 


After glancing over the document in hand from Marsovan Station, 
Mr. Metzgar was impressed with it, especially with the Turkish documents 
and their trans@ations, showing that the Turkish authorities forseibly 
took the pwoperty on a certain date, and gave it up on another date, 
many months later. But rather tyuan feeling that less of detail would 
be necessary, his impression was just the contrary.

I am sorry to heave to trouble you again during your years 
rest with matters of the Mersovan Treasury, but the ghosts of 
past tangles will not down, and I must consult you professionally. 


In Dr.Peet's October 1919 statement I find the following . 
Gharge,-"Draft to Mrs.Myra P.fracy for & 75 & $100.00 97. 13" 
Now it happens that Dr.Peet has made an adjustment for depreciation 
of paper on ali itemws figured on the gald basis in his statements 
for the year 1919 amounting to 300 % additional. So that all items 
figured on the gold basis in the statements for that year are io 
by multiplied by four in order’ to reach a figure representing paper. 
This works very nicely for those who have a credit balance in items 
during that period but Mrs.?racy has no credits but only this charge. 
As you see, the figure above given is & 75 plus 22.75 which is 
*100.00 figured at $4.40 to the pound. 


I have therefore been obliged to charge Mrs.Tracy With 
the additional sum of Lta.(paper)293.19 to adjust this item | 
You know the history of that account, and I do not, but from some 
things that you said about it I suspect that it was not your intention 
that Mrs. Tracy should receive only the vaiued of her former credit 
balance in paper. I understand that the Board has promised to stand 
back of an adjustment of gold credits on our books which have turned 
to paper during the war, so that if this item were on my books in

My dear Dr. Getchell: 


Your letter of August 12th came while I was 
away on my vacation and should have been acknowledged more 
promptly. Dr. McConnell sent me a copy of the statement 
regarding Anatolia College, which you sent to him, and 
which I have read with very great interest and sympathy. 


President King of Oberlin has recently ac- 


cepted the Chairmanship of the new College Survey Commission, 


and Dr. A. E. Holt of the Social Service Commission, Boston, 
is Secretary. I was also appointed a member of the Com- 
mission. It is the hope that this special Commission will 
be able to make a thorough study of our whole educational 
situation and recommend some policy for the next five years. 
I do not know whether or not they will include the institu- 
tions:in foreign fields within their study. If they do not, 
I do not see any way in which the Missionary Colleges could 
be helped except through the American Board. On the other 
hand, if this special commission should decide to include 
the foreign educational institutions in their recommenda- 
tions, it is possible that they might be helped directly 

in connection with the proposed denominational campaign 

for Academies, Colleges and Theologival Seminaries. I sug- 
gest that you take the matter up with Dr. King and Dr.Holt. 


The Survey Committee of the Congregational 
World Movement had a meeting about ten days ago at North- 
field, Mass., at which time the current budget for 1921 
was put in shape. I was not able to attend the meeting but 
have received the report and notice that they have not made 
any special provision for missionary colleges outside of —— 
the budget of the American Board. The whole question in- 
volves a matter of policy and it seems to me that Dr.King's 
Commission would be the proper body to decide the matter.

In response to your letter of January Sth,I would state that 

Relief Work done in the Marsovan region is mostly for Christians but 
destitute women and children of the Mohammedan faith are also included in 
the relief work when they can receive aid from no,other source.The Turks 
are urged to care for their ow destitute but with the large number of 
refugees that flooded the Interior from the Russian war zone, thousands 
perished uncared for by either private or public Turkish philanthropy. 

After the Committee on the Neary East began to function in place of the 
Armenian and Syrian Committee,the relief work was not limited to any one 
nationality or religious faith.On the other hand,instructions were sent 
to relieve the sufferings of all. 
Naturally,the Armenians who have suffered the most are receiving the most 
aid.if there are any Armenians in shat the money they 
contribute toward the general relief w should be used only for their 
own suffering people,they can consider that their money is so.used and that 
aid for starving Turkish children is contributed by the American phblic 
which is interested in sending relief to any who are destitute in that 
afflicted land. | | 
The Boston Committee on Near East Relief had a luncheon yesterday and 
outlined its plan for the February Drive.More than one million dollars 
is assigned for this region and I am hopeful it will all be raised. 
I hope there is much enthusiasm in your section also.I understand that 
the collections are going on well in the West. 
It is my personal opinion that we should be very broad in our views 
regarding the distribution of these funds and that the most needy should 
be helped first.The world knows of the suffering of your poor people and 
{ am sure that they will be the first in every locality to receive aid,

Dear Miss Getchell:- 


I enclose herewith for your information copy of 
Cablegrams just received from the Near Hast which will 
be of interest to you, and the substance of which we 
trust you will communicate widely to the public through 
addresses, and special articles or letters to the press. 


At our Executive Committee meeting yesterday ap- 
propriations were made aggregating $2,142,069.69. These 
appropriations exceed our present financial resources 
by $1,574,642.27. This indebtedness of more than 
$1 500,000.00 the committee feels compelled to assume in 
order to carry forward the present work of our orphanages 
on the same scale as the orphanages have been conducted 
during the summer and autumn months. 


The appropriations make no provision for increased 
winter expenses, the reception of additional children 
into the orphanages or for the extensive refugee work 
that is now assuming such large proportions on account 
of the military operations,instability of the Government 
and inability of these people to return to their homes. 


The Executive Committee found it impracticable 
to comply with the request for a quarter of a million 
per month for the Assryian and Armenian Refugees reported 
in Dr. Mc Dowells cablegram and was also unable to make 
increases in the appropriations to permit our Managing 
Directors to receive in orphanges additional children.

The extent to which the Committee may be able to 
meet these winter wartime emergencies depends altogether 
upon the response that comes from our prese.t appeal to 
the public.

Your letter of May 6 hes eom to had, and it is good to hear. You 

were quite right in enclosing a letter for: Mra, maway t% me, because as 
Sede things worked out, I had the oppertuity as leader of our party from New York — 

to Gonstantinople, end Direetor of Personnel for a time, to help in the sr- Gf 
rangements that loeated Dr and Gannaway in Marsovan, Though I wae de- 
tained in Constantinople some weeks after ow arrivel there March 6, for work 
in the general administration, much to my disappointment, it was a matter of 
much gratitude to me that actualy the first party to leave for my relief 
e¢int consisted of the advanee group for Marseven, Dr, Genmaway was one of 
that group, and his wife followed not long afterward, while Mre. ‘White and 
myself have now been at our own place agein for several weeks. ¢@ have a 
very high regard for Dr. and Mrs, Gannaway end are very grateful to the State 
of Netbraske for furnishing them as reoeruits for the relief work. 


You will have the generel news regarding the relief enterprise from . 
the pavers. It is a great wark, attempted on ea great scale, and with very 
many @ifficeulties. ‘Travel in some cases has beon dimost or absolutely in- 
peesible. In seme eases there has been no real safety, while some places, in- 
deed, are wrecked beyond recovery as conditions sre now still, through most 
of Asie Miner, Syria, and the Gaucasus relief wrk is very effeotivoly going 
forward. The deported are being repatriated, propa@rties wrongly expropriated 
are being reeowred for their former owners or surviving heirs. Orphens are 
being cared for, widows are reeeiving aid in the the industrial fora, and 
numbers of sick are being nursed back to life again in the hospiteis. The 
Marsoven Hospitel wrk was very strong befare the way, and the deetere sre 
exoecdingly busy now, Beginning with the shells of the tuildings a few weeks 
ago, they have renovated and equipped the institution, largely using relief 
supplies for the purpose, and now they ere performing operations to the number 
of twenty to twenty-five a week, have about fifty beds constemty filied wth 
patients, and clinics mamber to about 76 or 60 patiente a day. Ges this, 
extensive work in sanitation, dixveetly and indireetig is being accomplighed 
and Dr. Gamnaway has mate a nudber of trips to other towns and eities in this 
region for e combination of medieal and general reliet work, I wich, My. 
Wilhelm, you ceuld in one day and seo what a day’s setusl 
neans at euch a relief point as this. Mrs. %,nnaway has principal of 
a home fer Armenien girls oa young women rescued from Turkish harems, The 
way in which these girle and young ouffered surpasses description, ma 


alnost gurpasses comprehension. The numbers ewept by the Turks inte their 
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harems were enormous. ‘*erhaps you have heard me say at GQmhe that girls 
were bought and soid in the streets of Marsevan at two ani three and fow 
dollars each. iI know, for I hearé the conversation of the coarse am en- 
gaged in that Kind of traffic. I for I knew many giris, formr stu- 
dents of our sehool, or members of our Protestant familics whe met this 
fate. Many of them are gone, not to return, but as the sea gives up ite 
desd, 20 the doors of the A slem harems are ovening end releasing individ- 
ueis here and there in th different cities of this region and other phaces 
farther south where the Armenian people in g:neral were driven. One by one 
have come ami found shelter here at our doors, or at other relief points. 
imee Gannaway has ao house with about a score of young women, some of then 
Gwith little children, under her care, while fifty of more haveheen helped 

to Pind suitable homes among the people in this city. The last truck train 
of supplies from Saasoun brought on the loads five more of these giris and 
others keep coming. it is ea great thing to help euch versons reodver a life 
of hope and honer and happiness, at bast to a degres. as 


fhe general relief work at every point is more or less veculiar te 
legal conditions. “There were about 2000 orphan children sheltered on 
svounds under Turkish sdministration vhen the arsistice came. They were moved 
out, and a great may of them haw: been seatteredi b the Turkish authorities 
since then. ‘Several hundrei, however, of Christian oriagin, either Greek or 
smmenian, passed into our gare. Of these, some were sent tw their homes, and 
jwe have now above two hundred on our wemises. associates elso did a 
|pieee of humanitarian scaevice in providing one meal a day for several 
for the diminishing hundreds of helpless little Turkich orphans who 
were herded in end around the soldier barracks buildings not fer from our 
oremisea. That may not be good relief publicitg fr many people have a horror 
of all Turks, but you cannot help liking and pitying little children of 
raee, ami while the Lord does visit the iniqmities upon the childre@ unw& 
third and fourth gencrations, He does not always ask us to help him in the 
orocess. At any rate, a bit of human kindémess has ite place even with Turks. 
The officials, however, are determined not to iet any Moslem children com 
under Ameriem eare. Ali ere being seattered to various inbtitutions and hones: 
of their own, so that there will scen be none left as our neighbors at the | 
barracks. Uvery one of these houwcless waifs, I believe, will retain a memory 
in the future, of the kindness shown by American relief workers while he was 
ledgeéd in Marsowan, and in one way or another, useful frui. will be the result, 
that is, for so many as survive the experiences of teing orphans in the care 


of eareliess Turks. 


Our ladies are earrying forward a -arge work in industrial relief, 
upen us from éa 


to day. There are 2000 Aymenians in the thengh  .cssibly you 
renember that in the £11 of 1915 the Turks plowed the Ammenian cemetery and = 
| sowed it to grain, thue giving motico that they did not intend to allow enough 
Aymeniene to live in the place to require orovision for burial serviec. There 
are large audiences gathered’ every Sunfay in th: Protestant church which is the 
only church open for them, and have much interest in these 
vices, far I have the leading responsibility. There is not an &ume nian priest — 
. nor an Armenian @rotestant minister in the place, nor in the whole field, Ome 
day this week the Armenian community hed a public gathering in the interest : 
| ef repaiging their school premises. It was an eager endience present, though 
mem Were conspicuously absent. They raiéed « contribution of nearly or quite 
$8000 fer the purpese of these repairs. Indeed, they have summer school al- 
ready in séeeien for the lads and lassies who heave been, most of them deprivei

of all school privileges during the whole oeriod of the war, They thirst 
for schooling. 


Our Girle’ Sehool has never entirely suspendei work, though it was driven 
out. of the Mmerican premises during most of the war period. We are already 
cleaning and repairing the college buildings with the expectation of onen-~ 
ing for the year on the first day of Yetober. It is very important t <zet 
the institution going agin, even with some hamdicaps, partly because educa~ 
tion is always useful, partly also because so many boys and young men have 
been dewprived of the opportunity of study during the war, and so many 
schools among our constituency will not be able to open at all, and partly 
alse because the rapid training of the best aweilable humn material is one 
of the most impertant steps for the orocess of recom trueting human life in 
this country during the years that are coming. ‘Some communities write that 
their veoplie are hungry and naked, but they want schools for their children 
before they get food or clisthing for themselves. Thse persons who are 
able to pay for the ecdugation of their childrem are willing to give fali 
price for tuition, which is $200 per year for each boarder in the college, 
With prices as they are na@, but there will be many bright lade practieall; 
homeless, friendless ani venniless whomust be provided with assistanee if 
a ae to stuly at all. Yet these ints are very largely the hope of 

e URC 


Of course everyone is gre: tly interested in the settlenent of the 
eublic questions for this country, but our frienis and representatives at 
Paris seem to make rather slow headway. Meantine, the country is very un- 
settled and no-one can predict from qc day to another what will teke place. 
In Marsoyen we are favored in having e detachment of British soldier. These 
maintain order and safety in the city and so our work goes steadily on. ‘ee 
are able to reac): out to a very considerable extent over our whole relief 
area, vartly by pereonal visite and the messages brought by visiters, and 
partly through correspondences. But there are a good many diffiqilties in 
the situation. ic are all exeeedingly glad to be here as the representatives 
of Americm philmthropy. 2crsonally I look back to my experienees as a 
relief representative at home in Omaha and Jebraske with exceeding great 
interest. It was wonderful to find 2 message from this coum @ cordially 
and sympathetically and generously received. it is goo news that you are 
nearing the Nebraska quote, and that Minnesota is going on well. it isa 
great honor to co-operate at this end of the line with representatives of

r 29th has come to hand and I avnpreciate its 
contents. 


Regerdingi refit,-fmy wife and I sailed for Turkey in October 
1910. She reaghed thfs country again in July of 1915 and I in July 
1916. If satisfactory to you [I ‘should think the best way would he to 
reckon the proportionate time that we were out and calculate refit 
allowance accordingly. We came away each with one suitcase and have 
not undertaken to restock or refit in this country. The cuestion of 
our losses is separate and doubtless will be taken uo in connection 
with the whole question of indemnity on the part of the Turkish govern- 
ment. If the Turkish government does the right thing we will doubt- 
less recover indemnities, not vrintipally for personsl advantage but on 
account of our institutions; if the Turkish government is not. in a 

position of paying such claims perhaps it will mean that there is no 
such government; so in either case we stand to win. 


Now as to a President's secretary in this country. ‘The memorial 
sketch of Dr. Tracy may not be circulated until after I am gone. Sin- 
ilarly I have the manuscript of another smell volume on "Turkish Is- 
lam Real and Reputed” couplete, though it will require a revision be- 
fore going to press,if it ever does. I have a dozen bulky volumes 
in my letter file, though there is not much of abiding value in them, 
but I have a considerable address file and frequenijly write articles 
for print or circulars, Cohlege bulletins etc. for general distribu- 


tion. 

[t has sepa to me that it would perhpas be well to have a Pre-~. 
sident's secretary in Boston. Presumably a desk should be provided ~~ 
for keeping things, and a good stenographer or oifice secretary could 


do the worg thst I have had in mind if there were some one suifi- 
Ciently permanant and intelligent for the position. 


It did not seem to me as though a man of your caliber suite 
ought to be burdened with keeping track of these different docuuents, 
pbhétures, etc., perhaps reading proof or circulating articles or in- 
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formation. At the same time it is work that needs to be done with 
intelligence and discrimination and my position in Turkey at such @2 
distance will render it very difficult in the yeears to come for me 

to take adequate supervision of the work. Your offer to help is fine, 
and it naturally tails to you if you are not already to much absorbed 
in things that are more important. Of course I will be delighted to 
have you do it. It has been comparatively easy to raise considerable 
sums of money for Relief during my enforced furlough but preatically 
impossible to do anything for the College situated as it now is, clos- 
ed to students ,occuvied by the Turks for a hosvital. One common bu- 
Siness of Turkish hospitals is breeding disease germs. I am glad to 
have you offer the remark, “We have not done much during the war but 
watch us: from now on", because the psychélogical moment for effort in 
behalf of our missionary and educational work in Turkey, that which 
we love the most and stand by first, last and all the time, Asa cane 
just come. I[ think it is at hand and I may enclose herewith “nother 
letter on the subject which is nearly complete in my mind.

The College was shut with a Purkish bang in Mey 1916, and the |

Then the probable removal of two mission houses in the near 
future opens up a part of.the.compound which might naturally. be, added 
to the Girls.” School premises.. It.is. the only; direction in which: the 
school cen expand. For some time there. has been plan to add builds 
ing Tor music and gymnastics, andthis would naturally be placed, the site 
of these houses, near a leading city gate which will probably be reserved 
for the girls’ use. The Womam@®,-Boerd should teke this up soon. 


Hitherto the Girls' School has been, supported: by the annual gifts 
of the devoted women, but the time should be at hand when endowment is 
begun. The personality of Miss Willard and the service of the School, 


especially during the war, I hope will be recognized, end more ample 


and reliable provision be made for its support. 


Marsovan Theological Seminary. 


We began the "George Hills White Hall” during war time, partly 
as a relief measure, but could not get far with the structure. We 
aimed at a $10,000 building, with about two-thirds the content space of 
the Library, to accommodate 24 students. The need for ministers will now 
be greater than ever, and the cost of building more, especially if a 
story is added to the strugture. aA fair estimate would call for $16,000 
in all, $10,000 above the fund already raised. 


The ctudents need strong instructors, and st least 4 men wholly 
devoted to this work, 2-Americans and 2 native professors. Or as such 
men usually share in touring, and in College teaching, it might be 
wise policy to have more men as teachers, devoting some part of their 
time to other than Seminary service. The Seminary work has moved heavily 
of late, but with the loss of so many ministers, and the presence of 80 
many people like flocks without a shepherd, encouragement and assistance 
are urgently needed. 
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You saw the shell of the practically gutted building. It was 
occupied by 1600 Turkish soldiers (as a piece of spite work) before it 
Was ever occupied by patients. The support of ome doctor is all the 
aid the institution has ever received. Dr..Marden earned the support 
of his assistent physicians,. his nurses, and all the expenses of the 
plant. He has now the advantage of the A.C.R.N.E. supplies in getting 
started again, and the temporary: support of.an assistant physician and 
nurses, and laboratory specialist. When this help has passed, it seems 
as though some plan should be dévised for aiding the Hospital to carry

My dear Mr. Beli:- 


You know that for some years there has been a growing 
desire here at Marsovan for the establishment of a Demonstration 
Farm, which would inevitably result in a certain amount of agri- 
cultural education, should conduct as much work as possible din 


the extension principle throughout the country, and then by ex- 
periment discover improved methods. 7 


One reason for this is the fact that it will be exceed- 
ingly useful to the Moslem Turks, who are in great need of inm- 
provement for their farming processes, wham also we desire to 
approach on any av@ilable lines from the standpoint of American 
and Christian fraternal feelings. There is hardly any advance 


in our methods of work which would be so hopeful as a means of 
benefiting the Turkish population, ? 


Of course all classes and nationalities should profit 
together. Practically students, however many or few of thez 
might subdequently become farmers, would derive advantage from 
the example and the instruction of the farm, in connection with 
the College where they are students. A further and very important 
oint is the fact that the labor needed on the land could be very 
argely performed by students, who would thereby be earning toward

Dr, Barton is thoroughly acquainted with the whole situation 
and thoroughly interested in our plans as they have been forming. 
‘We hope that the subject will have the approval and the attention 
of our Trustees and other officers, and that no important opportunity 
for useful efforts may be omitted d@ any step, 


Please let me express appreciation on behalf of the Managers 
for the authority of the Trustees to borrow money, if necessary to 
the amount of $25,000, for renovating our plant and reopening our 
College work. It is hearténing to geel that our Trustees thus 
realize the situation and back us in our attempts to manage it. 
of compas we should raise money from every possible source in ad- 
vance spending it, in order, if possible, to avoid the incubus 
of a debt. Dr, Peet felt that loans could be negotiated in Constan- 
tinople, if it might be imperative to do so, ata reasonable rate 
of interest, and avoid the necessity of borrewing heavily at Boston 
in advance of the need, There are geome friedds to whom it is 
possible to make appeals in the present situation and several have 
made gifts or pledges to about the amount of $500.00 each, which 
will be available for our immediate needs.

My dear Mr. Bell,- | 


Your favor of June 27th reached me in Marsovan, and that of July 15th 
Has come to hand here. It is good to hear, especially as many letters and 
telegrams seem to get lost in the waves or on the wires. 


First let me express appreciation for the action of the Trustees in 
authorizing the negotiation of a loan not to exceed $25,000 in amount. No 
money is raised by this action, but it authorizes our going ahead with the 
business of resumption and reconstruction. If possible we will raise the | 
money before we spend it. We do not need the whole off hand. But if we | 
overdraw, provided other accounts are not harmed, no one will reprove us. 

And in so far as we must contract a debt, we shall feel for the first time 
that our Trustees are with us and not against us. Dr. Peet thought he could 
negotiate the money needed here, and save borrowing in advance of need. We 
will get out a budget soon, just as soon as Mr. Getchell and Mr. Riggs can 
clear up arrears and make fresh plans. Our accumulates resources, reported 
by Mr. Wiggin, remittance requested by us, will give us a start. And gifts 
or pledges aggregating about $3,000 have recently been received. I found a 
large constituency for Relief work in the north-west, and I wish you could 
keep up ¥hat constituency for the College. 


Our buildings are being made ready for 200 students against Oct. ist. 
Student applications are coming in pretty rapidly, but we have now no body 
of old students to carry over. The process of cleaning up is harder than you |

You ask about Dr. Barton's condition. When I was here last he was laid 
up with dysentery, but is now in the Caucasus, having been to Salonica and g 
Smyrna in the mean time. He is said by the friends now to be quite well, and | 
indeec it is good to be relieved of anxiety regarding him. The more I have 
to do with other administrative organizations the more I appreciate our 
good old American Board, its officers, its spirit, its Christian character. 


This is the third time I have returned to this city since first going 
on to my own home and work, after our enforced furlough and then the return 
of our great Relief Expedition. There has seemed to be reason for the trip 
in each case, and each time I have taken the Black Sea voyage on an Ameri- 
can or British destroyer without charge for passage. The fMermanent members 
of the Marsovan group and the fine new recruits are all working hard for ree. 
lief and reconstruction. Mr. and Mrs. Getchell, Miss Willard and Miss Zbin- 

en heve pulled all they could through the devastations of war, and the Girls | 
“School has never entirely suspended. Mr. Pye has handled a large force of 
men and women at the process of cleaning and renovating the buildings, care | 
rying out Beflats literally by the bucketful, renewing plaster, woodwork, | 
roofing, walls, water-ways, drains; and washing, scrubbing, sterilizing; 
and fixing up tables, chairs, benches, bedsteads, and all the rest of the | 
furnishings, as ad-interim experiences of a theological professor in Tur- ) 
key. Dr. Marden and a full Hospital staff are making things hum along their || 
' lines, with a frightful amount of disease to cope with as a result of thy ' 
war. By the way, cholera just broke out among the refugees in Samsoun, and 
there were two deaths. The one young Relief doctor stationed there and the 
one nurse inoculated 6,000 people in six days, and stayed the disease. 


General conditions are very unsettled, and there is much robbery along 
the roads anf on the mountains. More than-once our convoys of supplies come 


ing up from the coast have been overhauled, and some things stolen. 


‘ 
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Marsovan is comparatively safe with a detachment of British soldiers 
stationed there, but a few weeks ago we were officially informed that the de- | 
tachment had been ordered withdrawn. If they left we felt that would be the | 
sgignal for the armenians and Greeks to run for their lives after it, and for 
the Turks to fall again upon the Christians as they were threatening to do. 

So my associates asked me to make a trip to the capital, and if possible Se- 
cure a reversal of the Britiah military order. I left with three of our 4.C. 
R.N.E. trucks, carrying one British colonel, one captain, one subaltern Hine 
doo officer and 18 Hindoo soldiers. There was one machine gun, and every man 
was fully armed, while @ big package of bandages and other articles needed 

as first aid to the injured was hidden gmong the stuff. A British officer and | 
six soldiers had been overpowered and diSarmed on the road we took two days | 
before. We came sately however, and before I left Constantinople to return [ | 
had the pleasure of hearing from the Brigbish chief of Staff that their de- 
tachment would remain in Marsovan. It has since been raised to about four 
times its former strength. We are grateful for the safety and security thus 
obtained. It is acting too to bring many refugees to our town to servile. 


There is not an armenian preacher or priest in our whole field. Can 
you realize what that means, both in these davs when Christian strength is 
So sorely needed, and for the rebuilding of the future? In Marsoven an au- 
dience of 6060 or more usually attends the Sunday services in the Protestent 
Church, and the general charge has been committed to me. We had daily pray- 
er meetings at sunrise for a week lately, and eager companies of three score 
up to double that number came and worshipped. 


Mr. Getchell is rendering a wonderful service as "Representative of the 
Entente," to which position he was appointed by a British officer. Telegrams 
come to him with this address from the Minister of the Interior, the Vali, 
the Mutessarif, and the Kaimakams of various towns in our region. In this ca- 
Capacity, and with a rather slender foundation for his authority, he has se- 
cured armenian citizenship papers for about 1,000 persons in Marsovan, and 
for others in other places, and has been able to assist in recovering prop- 
erty wrongly expropriated, rescuing young women from Moslem harems, recover- 
rr Christian children,and reconstructing Armenian and Christian community 
life. 

Recently Mr. Getchell went to dmasia, and arranged with the Mutessarif 
to issue repatriation papers to 1200 Armenians who had not dared to apply for: 
them before. Seven men were chosen as representating the community, thus see 
curing community recognition before the law. There had been no Christian pub- 
lic worship for years, and it was agreed by the governor that the time had 
come to resume. So the Armenian women flocked forth with their brushes and 
brooms, their pails and water, and they cleaned one of the Gregoriah Chure 
ches. It was no small task either. Then the bell was\ produced and put up, ba 
but before it was rung it was agreed that the privilege of ringing it first 
was worth paying for, and the friendly emulation started resulted in one man 
paying 40 gold liras, 176 dollars, for the privilege, and then the spirit. of 
giving became contagious and resulted in those poor Armenians making a con= 
tribution of Ifq.1,475. paper, nearly $2,000. for community purposes, namely 
their poor and their schools. 
| In Marsovan recently*& meeting of armenians in the interest of the f 
community schools, where more B-flats than speakers appeared on the platform | 
in a long program, they gave almost $1.00 for every Armenian man, woman and 
child in the city, for the renovation of the buildings where the exercises 
were held which had been occupied by the Turks during the war. They have a i 
Summer school already in session. Some communities writing for relief say x 
"We are hungry and naked, but we want schools for our children before we get | 
food or clothing for ourselves."

Please "God the old bell will ites oa on the first day of Octo- 
ber for the resumption of work in Anatolia College. For more than three 
long years all instruction was prevented by the Turkish officials, who 
occupied the grounds and buildings first as a military hospital for 
thousands of soldiers, and then as an orphanage for many hundred chil- 
dren. So far as known Anatolia is the only American College in Turkey 
Closed during the war reopening this year. 


We are now renovating the plant, which was left sadly ruined, and 
aim to provide for 200 pupils. It is not necessary here to repeat the 
solemn story of the past, which means the death of eleven teachers and 
of corresponding numbers of students and others. Some of the old teach-~ 
ers remain, some new ones are coming, and we expect a staff of not less 
than twelve men for the work of the year. 

Armenian, Greek, Russian, and Turkish, 

The thirst for education among our wide constituency,is keener 
than ever, partly because so many schools have been entirely suspended 
during the war. Most of these schools cannot be opened yet, and this 
anne it doubly imperative that Anatolia undertake strong service with- 
out delay. 


Patrons who are able are ready to pay bills in full, $200. for a 
boarder, ineluding instruction, food, lodging, and laundry, or $50. for 
a day pupil, including tuition and books. But many a father is left 
penniless, many a widowed mother cannot even feed and clothe her son, 
Many a bright lad is homeless and helpless. Yet these young fellows 
are the hope of the future. If they can promptly get a start in their 
studies they will be among the leaders of their people in the recon- 
struction era which is just at hand. And there is not one Armenian 
preacher or. pri oat igepshe entire Marsovan mission field,

One wishes friends in America could see these youth. Sons of 
ministers, teachers, merchants, friends of prominence and of character, 
many saw their fathers taken one side and Slain, many have seen their 
mothers die in exile of disease, their little brothers die of starva- 
tion, their sisters swept into Moslem harems. Here are some whose school 
mates were tied and taken to a spot where a footbridge crossed a stream. 
With a Turkish policeman at each end of the bridge, the boys were one 
by one unbound and told to walk across. As they did so the officers 
took turns in shooting at them, with a laugh, an oath, and a second 
shot, if the first failed to take effect. Many of these Jahé have been 
kept alive by Relief assistance, and now plead vee the education that 
will fit them to be self-supporting, self-respecting, and us8ful citizens.

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We are struggling to get the plant in such shape that 
we can accommodate the 300 students expected this year; but we 
are terribly short-handed for teachers. You can study out- 
doors, if the Study-hall is not finished; you can conduct a 
recitation on a rock pile, if the recitation rooms are not done; 
you can light your campus by moonlight, if you have neither 
lemps nor oil to burn; but you cannot teach students without 
teachers. There are on the ground, or under agreement to 
arrive, six Greeks, two Armenians, and one Russian, besides 
Mr.Pye, Mr.Riggs, Biss Phelps and myself, who will share, of 
course, in College administration, but have really very little, 7 
time, in view of our other imperative duties, for any oy mp 
We expect a Swiss, and wo are relying on your offer of Prof.Metcalf 
and his wife. We shall give them a cordial welcome; but you > 
have given u3 ao assurance of a teacher of English or of “on- 
mercial lessons. Snglish is the department for whieh an 
American should easily be found. ere is a strong desire to 
acquire the English language. Our course in the upper classes 
is based on the acquisition of the language by the students in 
the lower classes; but we have not any person on the ground whose 
native 1 ge is Bnglish to head this instruction. I hope you 
are in no danger of failing to realise the imppttance of the 
messages we have been sending. I cable& you for the fourth time 


in four moaths iast week, and have sent repeated letters and 
personal messages. 


O02 course the whole situation is uncertain, but we are 
going forward in the conviction that we are taking each step as 


he way opensfor us to do so under the guidance of Divine 
Providence. 


Please let me report that the mission house commonly 
known among us as the "Smith House", has been entirely taken down. 
It was the first house erected by an American in Marsovan, and was 
the first building erected on these premises, egcept the Seminary 
Building, which was te up practically at the same time. If | 
sheltered the Smith family, and other early missionaries spent 
much time under its roof. At the death of Mr.Smith, my own family 
moved in. The Carrington and Charles Riggs families were agcam- 
modated in it for a time with us. afterward our French teacher 


lived there. Then it furnished rooms for the class work of theo- 


logical students. Finally when the war came down, it was the abode 
for a time of Armenian families who were deported ‘gnd disappeared. | 
The use that it received during the Turkish occupation carried it 
to such a state of dissolution and decay, that the attempt to re- — 
pair it was abandoned. Its building material has been sterilized 
and will be worked ighe other structures. The old "Smith House

There is some advantage in the fact that we have no Qollege 
clasework yet, and so are not burdened with the instruction of 
advanced pupils. That will come just as soon as we can be ready 
for it. WMr.Pye, Mr.Riggs, Mies pe and myself have certain 
important administrative duties, but can give little time to 
teaching, owing to the claim of other duties, and per seqenerty of 
relief work, We have however an admirable staff of teaghers, all 
young men except one. By nationality they are five Greeks, three 
nians, one Russian and one Turk. Prof,Theocharidss is the 
only man of years and experience, but every one of this group has 
his shoulder to the gollar and is pulling for all he is worth. 
Five are graduates of Anatolia Oellege, one of Robert, and two 
would be Oollege Juniors themselves if conditions had not re- 
quired them to become teachers of preparatory classes.

Your Letter of Jamuary 28th is. among the very latest re- 
ceiy-d from America, and it is enceuraging,as your communicatims 
habivually are, We are glad to observe. that to secure 
$15,000. for Anatelia College from the “Lmergency You will re- 
member that nearly a year ago the Trustees authorized us to contract 
debts if necessary to the amount of $25,000 during this first year , | 
of resumed activity in order to be able to resuae at all. I | 
believe We have not wasted money, and we have been very gratectnl 
for this authority from the Trustees. Without it the College 
would have remained closed. We have gone in debt during half of 
the year to the amount of about one-third of the sum authori zed, 
It will be our business now, if possible, to comple te the year with- 
out going beyond the #15, 900 over charge which this amount from. the 
iimrgency Fund may be expected to cancel. If then we cm. close 
this first year of work after the resumption of eff@t without in- 
it will be a triumph for we all rejoice.

43 I understand, the missim of the church is 
to inspire and originate more work than, as an organization, it 
should carry. Calvanisn (not Lutheranism) is responsible for 
modern free government, but Calvanists believe in the se aration 
of church and state.

The American Board is back of the re- 
formation of the Turkish Mmpire with an erea larger than the conm- 
vined area of all Turkey's allies in the war, Germany, Austria, 
Hungary end Bulgaria. Representatives of the Board and affiliatea 
institutions like the American schools in this country have very 
largely prepared the way for a recasting of political comitions, 
ané the completim of the business has become the official re- 
sponsibihity of our own and other governments. The Board and 
the Bible Society have started the publicatim of Christian liter- 
ature in the Neer Kast, end now others are carrying it on at least 
in part. fhe Board and Beirut Colle ze have largely introduced 
me@igal scienee into this country, and now doubtless would welcome 
the Rockefeller millions to meet the need which they have showm. 


Similarly in the matter of education, Americm missions 
have started a tremendous movement, but it is already greater than 
American churches, with their annual contributions, can provide for. 
Yourself and others have bem wrking to create endowment and 
large endowment funds. And the needs go fer beyond results yet 
reached or now in sight if the educational requirements of the 
people in this country are to be met in any adeqaate way. Perhaps 
a preferable alternate to America becoming the mandatory power for 
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Turkey would be the taking over of the educational s¥stem for the 
country by American educators and endowments. 


As all denominations rallied to the Relief work, should 
not all denominations be given the opportunity of a share in the 
best abiding service that my be rendered by MWristian Ama@ica to 
needy Turkey? Would it not seem narrow for the VCongregationalists 
to prefer to retain a monopoly of this opportwmity for service? 
Would it. not be wiser, more generous, more fmr sighted, ani more 
useful to segure as large a constituency as possible for sustain- 
ing a work which has grown t0 such proportions and offers such a 
field for advance? ir, Staub, who is himself an Anmrican Board 
man, forms his plan in such a way that the Bosrd would be a lead 
ing element fas it should be) in the large combinatim proposed, 
It looks to me like a promising step in the right direction, and 
we shalkb watch with much interest to observe the course as his 
plans develop. The sum for endowment which he names is 
#50 ,000,000 to $60,000,000, and we reckon that the Anatolia in- 
stitutions meet perhaps one-twentieth of the service proposed.

I have to report 4 second serious interruption of our work 
at Marsovan snd it is a rather trying situation. It i8 natural to 
send you ths enclosed sgopy of a statement I wrote at his request for 
Admiral Bristol after our full interview, and [ need not repeat 
what is inelinded there. | 


Admiral Bristol takes a very sympathetie and helpful atti- 
tude. The diffieulty is that the American government has no direet 
relations with the Turkish Nationalists, yet the Turks are Nation- 
alists almost to the last man. I have had a good Geal to do with 
Admiral Bristol during these two years he has been High Commissioner 
in Constantinople and have highly appreciated his attitude throughout. 


Mr. MeDowell, N.i.R. direetor in Samsoun, left im Angora 
“Monédey of last week with the hope of seeuring a revision of the 
orders effecting Relief work in Marsovan. Miss Allen is. expected 
to go on from here to Angora in a few days to rem@@n there even for 
some months if neeessary. January 7th I telegraphed Dry Leet propos- 
ing that « representative of the Americans (of course dot in a 
diplomatie sense) be located in Angora, and a few days later. reeeived 
the thanks of the Great National iieeting at Angora for this proposal. 
Americans have been carrying on at many points under Nationalist 
control but without any spokesman at their de facto gapital.

happy in helping Amerieans maintain an institution where Moslem 
students were also happy. At least one Armenian teaeher, and other 
persons elosely associated with us are believed to have been im- 
prisoned immediately after we left. There is not one native teacher 
of any nationality on whom we ean count as a future assoeiate, not 
one. Our grounds and buildings,amge homes and equipment are again 
in the keeping of the Turks. Our students again are seattered. The 
hostility of men who 4id do so mueh will not easily repent or relax. 
i am astonished at the numbers of the Turkish soléiers, their equip- 
ment and their fighting spirit. It is just as it was in the early 
days of the war or at the time of the deportations. They have 
drawn the sword again and will ehallenge any who undertakes to sheek 
them. 


Of our Ameriean group, Mr. and Mrs. Compton and Mr. Hos- 
ford remain on the ground and a better trio could not be found. Ur. 
Hosford's eontract terminates with June and he ought to be released. 
Ur. Golésbury has taken work for the summer at a Y.“.0.A. eamp for 
boys near Adana. ir. Wiley has gone to Beirut to see Miss Hazlett, 
his betrothed, possibl@® find temporary oecupation there, probably 
to r,etunn to pursue Theologieal studées in America with the next 
sehool year. Wiss Baungart's serviee with the College is elosed 
though she remains here for the present. Drf# Marden, Mr. Riggs, and 
myself with members of our families, Miss Mofley ané Mises Hinman are 
here. Miss Ward has gone to visit her brother's family in Beirut. 
Our Esther will return to Ameriea before long. ilir. Riggs was mind- 
ed to take his family to Ameriea without delay but has been persuatcd 
not to take long distanee action at a sudden turn in the road and so 
wait a little. 


The College was really going forward very well up to 
February 16th. Numbers and strength in the teashing staff endstucent 
body were. ebout one third in sdvanee of last year, with eorrespond- 
ing. progress in the use of our material plant. Our four young 
Ameriean teaehers were doing exeeecingly well. The round of student 
life in léssons, sports, work and diseipline was very gratifying with 
certain ajlowanees to be made for a situation whieh had not yet 
been relh&ved of the state of war. The students had paid into the 
College treasury an even Ltq. 20,000.00 up to the date of our leav- 
ing, in spite of their representing impoverished people. Marsoven 
as a doeation for Ameriean edueation never seemed better nor was the

Now Constantinople is the unquestioned religious, 
social, commercial, educational and intellectual capital, not 
only of the large areas that are connected with it as their 
seat of government, but of still larger countries around and 
beyond. It is the international focus for that part of the 
world. Greeks will never go to Marash to study, nor will 
Slavs ever go to Smyrna, but all the races of the Bast are 

at home in Constantinople. Armmians can naturally study 
there, Greeks of course, people of various Moslem nationalities 
if and when they apply, and them there are the Slavs. 


I hold that one-half of our thinking with regard to 
the future of American mission work in the Near Bast should 
be with the Slavs in mind. Of course it will be a long time 
before any such proportion of our actual effort is expended 
for them, but the opening of the Dardanelles in 1918 for the 
first time since 1453 is probably to result in a very important 
realignment in the near future. Constantinople is the natural 
gateway to the basin of the Black Sea and really to all the 
Slavic world. Unless the apparent signs fail, the Slavs are 
the coming people of the Near Bast. The Russian occupation 
of Constantinople has fairly begun with one hundred thousand 
Russians taking refuge there and the army of Wrangel having 
been concentrated for a time in that neighborhood. I wonder 
whether you have in mind the fact that there is an evangelical 
service at the Bible House every Sunday by and for Russians. 


It was reckoned befare the war that there were five 
million Protestants in Russia. Certainly there are Mennonites, 
Molokans, Lutherans, Baptists, Stundists, as well as Tolstodjan 
and other Orthodéx,. Indeed, my feeling is that from the 
start we should recognise the Ruseian Church as a sister 
Christian denomination, leaving it to the people to come out 
and establish Protestant churches if they must, or carry the 
evangelical spirit in inereasing measure into the existing 
organisation. 


I do not want to dwell on a distant future to such 
an extent as to advocate anything impractical at present, but 
the Balkan Mission took action, when I had occasion to put 
this matter before our Bulgarian missionaries and ministers 
in July, favoring the establishing of such a school in Con- 
stantinople and saying they had two men whom they would like 
to send in September, 1921. Bvangelical congregations in 
the Balkans up as far as Hungary ought to send occasional 
representatives to a Constantinople school, as well as Asia 
Minor, Armenia, the Caucasus and South Russia. 


The school should be frankly interdenominational 
as well as international in character, while clearly maintain- 
ing evangelical spirit and methods throughout. It is probable 
that some applicants should be accepted mature in years and 
experience but with little education on American lines; for 
such a year or two of preparatory study would be needed before 
the regular course. If the YeM.Cehe and Y.W.C.A. would join, 
the school should aim to train secretaries for these virile 
organisations. In any case, training should be planned for 
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Dr. Barton--3 


as many forms of service as may be possible and arrangements 
should be made for co-education, unless experience shows it 
is not needed. 


Scholarly students should be fully maintained for 
the work taken in hand. In my judgment, the initial aim 
should be about equivalent to the requirements for a Bachelor 
of arts degree. Give that degree to students who with the 
same amount of effort or a little less would have taken a 
Robert College B.-A. Or B-Se or a degree in Commerce or 
Engineering. Picked men might later be sent to america for 
postgraduate study, preferably after service at home, Cor- 
respondeice courses and @ gummer school under normal condi- 
tions ought to be maintained. When possible, ministers from 
interior points should be enabled to get the advantage of a 
year of special study at the school. Students should have 


the opportunity of seeing and sharing in all forms of Christian 


service in the life of that great metropolis. 


Institut tens in the interior will certainly maintain 
&@ certain amount of training for Christian service. Pioneer 
preachers, evangelists and teachers must get their preparation 
for the smaller fields in small cities near their homes. 
But leadership depends on leaders, and for the Christian 
leadership of the Near Bast educated men of the denominations 
represented are an indispensable factor -- one is tempted to 
say, are the one indispensable factor. 


I feel that such a school should have strong support, 
of which its maintemance ought to make a strong appeal to 
donors who are interested. Mr. Goodsell is admirably fitted 
to be the head of the institutions and Mr. Bye is finely pre- 
pared for doing some of the wheel horse work, with the ques- 
tion of his return to Marsovan to be decided. when the situa- 
tion there clears up. Various people in Constantinople are 
willing to give what might be called left hand service to the 
school, but I want to urge that for doing a really strong 
work there must be an adequate group of teachers with whom 
that is the main passion of their service.

The NeBeRe has grewn eut ef and is an adjunct te missionary werk. 
Its Medical Directer fer Greece has an exceedingly impertant and use- 
ful pesitien. Mest ef the erphans, nearly 12,000 in number, are dis- 
eased er anaemic, and represent the bare survivals fef larger numbers 
whe succumbed. In Syra 900 girls eut ef 1860 (1250) have such infec- 
tieus diseases as trachema, scabies er favus. The healing by prebpanged 
treatment, and the building up in health, ef such threngs, represents 
a service that is great. I think the Beard sheuld be glad that a mis- 
sienary is recegmized as the best man te de it. And Dr. Marden is al- 
ways a missionary. He pute inte his service in this ceuntry, fer the 
epeniag ef which many missionaries have prayed, the same spirit ef 
these and’fall missionaries. Added te this, he knews the refugees fra 
Turkey and they knew hin; his teuch ameng them all is like the: teugh 
ef The Great Physician. 


A few days age after getting back te Athens, Dr. Marden wrete me: 
"Our deeisien te ceme here was net appreved by the Cem. ad Inte. Condi- 
tiens in Turkey have net impreved as far as I can judge. There are in- 
dividual Turks whe are friendly but the medical prefessien is very 
unfriendly. The cenditien ef the refugees and their needs is fer seme 
reasen Little appreciated by mest ef the Cem. ad Int.

Apparently the trend of thinking, and of action at the Council, is in the di- 
rection of carrying on Board work in Greece now in hand, but with the prospect that 
by degrees church work will be carried on by the churches, relief work will cease 
to be needed, and then American assistance may bg for the most part limited to the 
two Colleges, Miss McAllum's in Athens, and ours here, I am glad stress seems to 
have been placed on the educational service opening before us, if adequately met. 


But at this point a question comes up which is delicate, and &@ would just like to 
put it before you in a wholly personal and rather confidential way, It is the ques= 
tion whether a@ possible combination between these two Colleges, for boys and for 


\ girls, should be considered. 


I was recently at the Athens A.C.I., and Miss McAllum spoke as though their 
school future was wholly uncertain. Their Board of Trustees seems to have dissolved, 
their funds to have remained in Smyrna, their refugee enterprise not yet to have 
taken root, received adeugate support, or entered upon a clear pathway. They are rentez, 


The Girls' School here is doing good work, was favored by the the Mid-year Coune 
cil, and the W.B.M.I.has voted money up to $20,000 to establish it as a Boarding 
School at Aksakli, That sum, Dr. Barton, is inadequate for strong work, I think 
the american method of rendering Christian assistance to the people of Greece in 
the years before us should be by a small muuber of eitfective institutions for the 
education of picked young people of the middle classes, who are\ likely to become 
future leaders. Greeks will pay well, if we give them good schools, 


Does it not seem as though it would be wise policy for these two schools for 


girls to Merge,and double instead of divide strength? Unite the women of America ing = 


the support of one first-class school for the girls of Greece. Naturally one would 
think the two Colleges should locate together and cooperate, though that should be 


considered dispassionately and impersonally. Our Girls' School is principally a 


‘ @ity day school so far, and there certainly should be day schools for boys and for 


girls carried on in this needy and cosmopolitan city for years to come if possible. 
As for the work on the hill at Aksakli, you have suggested it wight be coeducation- 


al in time, and that would be in line with these possibilities, Our College might go 
to Athens, but probably should go forward here. 


as this suggestion naturally rises, I pass it on to you, and to no one else.

My dear Dr. Barton,- 


| Welcome to the Board of Trustees of Anatolia College,-for I 
am sure official action will be complete before this reaches you. As 
the rearrangement of official duties at the Rooms brings others into 
the foreground in corresponéence, we long almost more than ever to 

retain close personal touch and official support fron yourself. 


Perhaps I should haye begun with an expressinn of hope that 
you are in good meas 4 from the difficulty with your sight from 
which you were suffering. Others have written us of your double ope- 
ration and the early hope of the best possible results. In this hope 
we all over here profoundly share. Scmeway I can hardly think of you 
except as I have known you, now for almost forty years,=- leading the 
bunch in having a good time at some worth while piece of work. We do 
hope your eyes will admit of your carrying on, yet for years, and for 
the completing of sowe of your best work. , 


All being well, we open our Anatolia Preparatory School Jan. 
23, and admit boarders Jans. 21. This is in accord with ninety per cent, 
with almost ninety nine per cent, of the counsel we have received on 
the subjecte I will not go into details here, but our course for the 
next six months is pretty well shaped by the decisions taken. 


Only we are in great need of all the resources that can be © 
found to eke cut the slender funds with which we begin. The endow- Jf 
ment income of the College cannot possibly carry any large service u 
without supplement, though enough hed acouruletes to enacte us to 
pegin,e thank tae Lords But we hope you will have it clearly on 
your mind and heart to add to our resources in any way that may be 
available: best of all by undesignated funds entrusted to the Mana- 
gers; then special funds for the support of teachers, aid to indi- 
vidual students, so many of whom are penniless refugees, carrying " 
industrial self-help work, a lift on rent or equipment,- our grounds, 
buildings and equipment being prohibited to our use by Turkish offi- 
eials. We have not one Library book acceseidle, 10,000 in Vvar- 
sovan, and we need readir, sor our lads,=- dlography, and other sug- 
gestive and stimulating litera weil as easy ecience and Kise 
tory. Perhaps Near Bast Relic Opie would reciprocate for some of 
the work I nave done for then, G have done gladiys as many other 
missionaries have also done. We would like to make tre School in a 
way a stepping stone for some pigked boys from the nage to use- 
and self-support. © you wiil find ways to iift our 
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Some of the tal.questions are further on, as the selection 
and support cf at Teast two first-class American tutors next year, 
but let us leave those now, | 


Your last message to me charged that we should not attempt 
ermanent decisions regarding the College till political conditions 
ecame cle*rer, and last week I receiv«4 a long-expected expression 

from Marsovan, the ladies urging that no final decision to locate 
elsewhere be taken yet. But I wonder if the time is not at hand when 
we must decide and act. 


Apparently Anatolia College can not go on in Marscran for 
some years. But we ought not to lose the golden opportunities for 
service during these years. Our constituency has very largely come 
to this countrye The trend of thinking has been toward a relocation 
in this region but certainly not in this cbty. Perhaps the time has 
come for the Coll+ce Corporstion to withdraw from Marsovan, merge 
its resources With the nlen of Salonica Station to establish a Boys’ 
School, and press for the utmost of usefulness without delay here. 


If this is sccepted the question arises how to cet for the 
new plant what it can secure from the old. The ei plant cannot be 
moved or sold; it must be retained for some future service to the 
Mission there. If the way in time opens for ny wife and myself to 
return, recast our aims and share in a modest school, with chiefly 
industrial, commercial, and agricultural education, we want to go. 
Mest of the Turks of the city and region are our friends. But we 
can not think of going back there in any useful way now. 


If it is decided, perhaps by May, to relocate in this re- 
gion, we must shape plans without delay. First is the question ef 
site, which deserves the best attention it can have, but on which 
I de ret eet to Awell here, though we want counsel. Perhaps in 
cennection with Mr. Riggs’ trip and conferences the way will be 
made plain. The site must be: 1, healthful; 2, accessible. 


Next ceme building funds, for wh “we have not in hand a 
dollar. Will the Board in some way takg”over tke Marsovan plant 


and give us funds with which to begin’ rebuilding? Can we rely en 
indemnities frem Turkey fer use ef eur property, and for ether things? 
Are there ether sources te be tapped fer buying an acre er a campus, 
and fer building a perter’s ledge, a teacher‘’s house, er a college 
building? 

You and I have frequently spoken of my gleaning my Relief 
territery fer the Cellege. Should I expect to ceme te America fer 
six months or se fer this purpese n Octeber? We will abeut reach 
the end ef eur reseurces fer eperating the “ad interim" Scheel then, 
te say netking mere abeut permanemt land and buildings. It weuld be 
easier and more ceomfertable te stay here than te go there, but the 
real questien is ene ef ultimate service. I wrete Mr. Riggs Dec. 12 
pegarding Mr. Staub, asking fer clear guidance frem Besten as te as- 
seciatien in his plans, er a separate,- but net smaller,- undertaking. 
I am net anxieus te jein him, but de net want te be left eut er left 
behind in regard te Anatelia interests. 


Always men are more impertant than anything material, and 
we must se move as te retain Thee. Riggs and wife, the Cemptens if 
pessible, and draw te eur werk new men and wemen ef the right sert, 
whe will directly er indirectly bring their suppert with them. We 
have in ene sense finished eur werk in Turkey, I trust te the glery 
ef Ged, and the service ef his kingdem; in anether sense eur werk 
has been crushed, and we must begin again with the breken fragments, 
se we naturally and inevitably turn te yeu. as always, yeurs, 
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P. Se This letter sheuld net ge witheut my saying that all 
Americans (as well as ethers) in this city are fully cerdial teward | 
eur Scheel and Cellege plans. It is the true pelicy alse fer Amer~ 
icans such as are here te cembine and reinferce ene anether se far 
as pessible. This means that, as the Girls’ Scheel in Marsevan will 
ceeperate with the Beys’ Scheel yet te be there, se the Girls’ Scheel 
here, I feel, sheuld be clearly in mind in all plans fer the Cellege. 

The attitude ef Miss Lietzau and Miss Elliet is in harmeny with this 
idea. There has as yet been ne eppertunity te study the situatien 
with reference te Dr. Marden and the Hespital, but with the Agricult- 
ural and Industrial Institute develeping aleng its special lines,- 
well if ene shall chase a theusand, and twe put ten theusand te 
flight, what may net be expected ef three er ef feur.

My dear Dr. Barton,- 


Iwo months ago today, December 20, the cable brought word 
from our irustees saying "proceed with plans." We closed the agreement 
for our School grounds and building the same day. 


Four weeks ago today, January 23, we opened our Preparatory 
Department for an "ad interim” period with 16 students. Only the day 
before the teacher staff was completed with the arrival of a young man 
just released from a furkish prison, and eight of us met in out first 
teachers’ meeting. Mr. Brewster, ir. Getchell and myself are old Ana- 
tolia men; and we have a fine young Englishman (whose wife of Greek 
origin is matron), three Greeks, and one érmenian. fhe time of about 
four men is given “to the class room. 


y, We are rather fortunate in the building we have rented, a 
picture of which is enclosed. We have a large and good field for ath- 
letics. For dormitory and dining room we have rented two buildings © 
near, erected by the French during the war as military hospital wards. 


We have good water, elegtric lights, and as good air as there is in the 
city. 


Forty stud S are now in regular attendance, in our four 
Forms, and as it happens there are ten students in each Form. Twelve 
of them were in College in ilarsovan in March 1921. Several other ac- 
cepted applicants are soon to be here, and twelv g mgn in business 
are taking evening lessons. For substance we a 
course of study and school traditions. There 
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In general the students are earnest ' 
them being refugees in this country. Several we mt to us by dif- 
ferent N.u.R. orphanage directors. there are probably 40 former stud- 
ents from Anatolia in this city, with other scorces from other Ameri- 
can schools, and quite are number are forming the habit of attending 
Our Sunday afternoon Gospel song service in a useful way, as we hope. 


Enclosed please find a picture of the Bchool building with 
a group of teachers and students. Note the snow-capped mountain in 
the background, only eae few miles away and suggesting a campus above 
malaria and free from other disease germs. If we can fix on a perma- 
nent site by or before May, and begin the business of building a pere- 
manent Bollege home it will be grateful to pilgrim toilers. We anti- 
Cipate with much interest Mr. Riggs' approaching visit and conference.

Mails are sometimes a bit slow and uncertain, but I Brust 
before reading this you will have my letters of March 10 and 15. Mr. 
Getchell, irs. Getchell and myself are leaving for the Colleze Con- 
ference in Beirut April 10 to 16, and anticipate with much interest 
meeting the friends and fellow workers who expect to be there. I wish 
Dr. Feet might stop on his way back from Jerusalen. 


We met as Managers yesterday and outlined plans for next 
year. There is not much that is new in the situation. Our building 
for the School is rented, (and rent money: for-next year on deposit 
in the bank). tach of the present teachers is likely to stay and is 
wanted. They are: Mr. Henwood, 2 young Englishman, and his wife, 
of Greek origin, who is Matron; Professor Papastavrou, a capable 
and helpful Greek teacher, who comes in for the higher language 
Glasses: Mr. Racopoulos, a former Anatolia student: Mr. theodori- 
des, another of our former students, and another younz man refined 
by the experiences of the war years; WNazaret, a quiet Armenian, a 
refugee, and a teacher’ by choice, training, and experience. 


Besides these Mr. srewster teaches fwo bible lessons; Mr. 
vetchell and myself have no class room duties; while Miss Mary Kob- 
bins, my wife's niece who came out with her, is exceesaingly useful 
in teaching two classes and helping Mr. vetchell with the treasury. 
I may add that Mrs. White takes my place during my trip to Beirut, 
and I could not leave if she did not do so. We are now living in 
two rooms in the School building. | 


The Managers agreed to invite Miss Elizabeth Arnold to # 
teach next year. She is a fine girl, a student at Gdinnell, a grad- 
uate of Oberlin, and now a High School teacher in Northfield Minn. 
She, her mother and a sistev want to spond a year abroad, and she 
is willing to teach for us. She is just the person t6 do go. I do 
not think Irustee action is necessary in this case, but I will write 

her asking her to apply for appointment Mother short-term teachers 
are appointed, and will write Dr. itddy to this effect. Worker and 
work seem to tit together remarkable well in this instance, and we 
trust you in Boston will see the arrangements through. | 


Wie do not expect to invite any other teacher from America 
) at this stage. This of course has a very siguificant bearing on... 
= next year's budget; also on next year's work.We seek one more Arme- 
nian of the right sort, and may need another Greek. Probably at™ 
| least two scores pr@fessional teachers have.applied to us for posi- 
ee tions since December. We want a suitable Swiss to teach French, and 
, this completes plans as now developing for next year's teaching staff. 
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Last Sunday, Maxch.26,.compieted, two months-since we be- 
gan School. On Saturday evening the Students moved into our prip- 
Gipal hostel, which has been undergoing needed repairs, and on Mon- 
day evening we had our first meal there, at our own College tablé. 
We have been boarding at a Russian restaurant, and are giai to start 
Our own kitchen aud dining room. We secured and will keep a second 
Hostel, a smaller building, which will now be used principally foz 
Self Help industries. Carventzry has begun, in tne front hall of the 
School (!),; and shoemaking begins now. Several orphan boys have be- 
gun shoesmaking. Students have slesping in recitation rooms, 
which will be relieved with the new Hostel. Do not think they sleep 
in recitation rooms by day,- I conducted our service last Sunday af- 
termonn, every chair and bench we own was occupied,and a few stood 
throughout; and mo minister need ask a more attentive or more earnest 
audience. A good many former students and others are coming to our 
inglish at¢évice, and finding it a welcome opportuniity. 


Our students are just over £0, and while a few more accep- 
ted applicants are registered we do not seek more this year. I re- 
fused four applicants yesterday. We have no class completing our 
Preparatory course this year, though our Fourth #orm students are 
pretty well advanced. they are not quite up to our mark, and we aim 
to oe thorough. we expect to adi them next year as one class above 
our present classes, and probably to add one class below our pres- 
ent course, making six grades or classes. Three fourths of our stu- 
dents now, nearly, are boarders. Possibly next. fall we mey add,100 
day pupils, more or less, with the beginning of a new school year. 
This is problematical, but the general attitude is cordial Aeager. 


In one of my first conversations with #rnest Higgs he re- 
ferred to the relocation of t#e College in such a way that I re- 
marked, "In rexyard to the a of moving away from Marsovan every 
one glise has beat ms to -" He answered, "I would rather put it 
that the captain is jthgflast to leave the ship." But when the admi- 
ral of the whole fl counsels caution in final decision, as you 
do in your letter to ms of February 11,- it certainly appears that 
the question is not a simple one. For the present our "ad interim" 
course seems guite plain. We do not want any hurried decisions in 
any case. 


The ladies at Mérsovan write hopefully and counsel delay 
in plans for removal. Yet as a man said the other day,- and he had 
good reason to know,- "If the Turks had the’ chance, they would do it 
all over again." My feeling is that I d not ask an Armenian, 
vreek, Russian, or Turk, to connegti with the ree in Marsovan 
as teacher, student, or employee. I wrong in that? Personally, I 
would rather go back ‘there with my wife, (I am not suze we can live 
in health in Salonica), and share in the new types of work needed. I 
think few Americans have ever been more intimate with Turks, or more 
friendly toward them, than myself. But it is not wise to guarrel aN 
with a fact. And Marsovan facts at present are stubborn.

Dear Dr. Barton: 


Our College regulations call for an,“nnual Meeting of 
the Trustees before the end of May, and”should submit a Re- 
port as of approximately this date. It was impossible to 
make the report earlier this year, as it took us right up 
to date to get our "Ad interim" School started and working 
smoothly. It was March 22: when we received ssession of 
our principal Hostel and the students slept,under our own 
rented roof, March 24th when our first College meal was 
served, March 24th when carpentry began as a Self Help 
industry in the smaller Hostel, and March 31 shoemaking was 
to hegin. Mr. and Mrs. Getchell and mysel! left March 27th 
to attend the Conference of American Volleges in Beirut. 


We have had much to be thankful for since the cable 
from our Trustees December 20th saying "Proceed with Plans". 
We closed the bargain for the School building without de- 
lay, proceededto engage teachers, refitted the building to 
serve our needs, and opened our Preparatory Department Jan- 
uary 23 with sixteen students. Eight of us including Mr. 
Getchell and Mr. Brewster joined in a teachers’ meeting the 


day before. Many friends have approved of our plans and 
cooperated in our efforts. 


The students number 52, with a few more coh ies ape 
plicants yet to arrive, and about 20 others taking evening 

lessons. There are 40 boarders. Most of the pupils were 

picked by frends, especially Near East Relief workers; near- 

ly all are refugees from Asia Minor; and 14 are old Anatolia ae 
boys who on the traditions of Marsovan. — 


Our location, grounds and School Building are excellent 
for present purposes. We are on the rim of the city, in the 
best direction from the center, away from congested districts, 
yet easily reached by tram, with good water, electricity, the 
best air in Salonica, and a large field for athletics, Bas- 
ketball is going fast, and the football field, tennis court 
and running track will soon be ready. 


’ | Our teachers, pupils and lessons fit together well. We 
¥ : follow essentially our old program for the four Preparatory 


classes though not quite up to the old standard, and with no 
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French. So we graduate no students this year, but expect to 
carry the Fourth Form as a strong SubeFreshman class next year 
and add one Sub-Form grade, making six classes. 


My. Getchell supervises the accounts with an assistant 
to do much of the wrk, and Mr. Brewster teaches five Bible 
lessons per week as part of his missionary service. All will 
be glad to have Mr. Hawkes join Salonica Station, and we shall 
cordially welcome all the service he may give the VYollege, 
though without wishing to interfere with his other duties. 
We have one young Englishman, his wife, of Greek origin, as ma- 
tron, three other Greek teachers, and one Armenian. Miss 
Mary Robbins, a nbce of Mrs. White, who came partdy as a volun- 
teer worker, helps Mr. Getchell with station accounts and 
teaches two classes. Everyteacher is the right person for the 
place, and we hope to keep every one next year. Mrs. White 
takes my responsibilities during my absence on this trip. 


Next year we need to add three teachers: Miss Elizabeth 
Arnold as teacher of English and History; one young Swiss to 
teach French as in years past; and one more Armenian. Addi- 
tional Greek teachers, if needed, may be found locally. 


Every student is encouraged to attend the church of his 

_wet®ice on Sunday morning and in the afternoon we have a Gos- 
pel Song Service with short samon. This service in English 
drwas fully half of its audience from outside the School, and. 
we feel it is a real and growing influence among the reli- > 
gious forces of a large and worldly city. 


We are basing present calculations on an attendance of 
120 students next year, 60 boarders, anni 60 day pupils, and 


are glad to have laid the foundation this year with small nun- 
bers. 


The present trend of thinking for the future of Anatolia 
College is toward a permanent location, perhaps at Aksakli, 
six miles oub from Salonica, and high enough to be above 
malaria and other diseases. The Gipls Boarding School and 
College will probably locate near each other, and missionary 
families will perhaps settle in the same place. No action is 
proposed now, and none will be taken without authority. The 
situation in Salonica and Macedonia challenges to the fullest 
service possible; but the problem of health in the city is abe 
solutely serious; in any case missionary service and day 
schools with American supervision are expected to continue 
in the city. Medical authority must pronounce on Aksakli and 
any other eite proposed; then Government aid to secure the. 
real estate and encouragement in the enterprise of American 
education must be obtained; if, then, the President should go 
to America about next October for about six months promotion 
work, and if Mr. Theodore Riggs and family should remain in | 
America to share in that promotion work, these questions must 


be considered later, and action accordingly must be taken by 
the Trustees. | 
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We understand that Carl and Mrs. Compton are closing their 
work in the Turkish Orphanage near Cesarea and are probably 
closing their connection with the Near East Relief. Please 
remeber that Mr. and Mrs. Compton belonged to the College and 
properly belong to the Sollege still. They are people of the 
finest type. The future of the Yollege is bound up with a 
few outstanding leaders. Please retain their servides for the 
College, if possible, unless they should prefer be return to 
Marsovan after a furlough to America, . 


This brings me to what is the most vital point in our 


“College finances for the period just before us. Our endow- 


ment is smal], producing only about 86,000 per year. We have 
not a book, a bench, or a bed, a foot of real estate or a foot 
of roofing available for present use from our former material 
equipment. We earnestly ask our _rustess not te press the 


support of missionaries upon the Vollege treasury until the 
College can stand it. 


In particular,,the, Mangsers aon that ae salary of the Pre- 
sident be provided “fren - 


amount is beyond the income’ on "the cnldeannt of the President's 
Chair, by special gifts for the purpose, such as those secured in 
Newburyport by Secretary E. W. Riggs. We do not want to shirk 
our responsibilities, and we want to pay our bills as fast as we 


have resources to undertake the reponsibility, but Anatolia 


College is an American Board Institution, the Board has furnished 
a certain amount of missionary service to the Institution in time 
past, and we trust it will continue to do do through this bitter 


crisis and until the College strength is able by degress to meet 
the requirements. 


On a sqprate sheet I am sending a a from the Man- 
agers with request for action to be submitted to the Trustees 
which we hope will be clear and suitable. 


I am also submitting a financial statement of receipts 

and estimates; this is necessarily of a general character under 
the circumstances. Mr. Getchell will present an exact Treaurer's 
statement June 50th. I may say that we are so far carrying out 
to the dollar the plan that we placed before our Trustees for the 
meeting of December 19th. We have solZicited considerable help 
for scholarship aid to individual beneficiafies; and have met 
some gratifying responses. Without such aid most of our students 


could not be in school and our treasury can not accept them with= == 
out payment. 


Next year we must exercise strict economy to manage with 
our modest endowment income, but we believe we can do it as 
outlined in our estimates. Again it will be necessary to seek 
some scholarship funds, and again we hope friends will be gene- 
rous in this respect. We have the prospect of doubling our at- 
tendance next year, with possibl$ more applicants than we can 
accomodate. If our Trustees agree to our present request we hepe 
to manage for the year 1924-1925. We are grateful to Trustees — 
and to our other friends and supporters for generous consideration

The American Colleges in the Near wast have always maintained a 
certain amount of correspondence and cooperation, and 1 think nearly 
100 of our Anatolia students have have taken professional or advanced 
courses in Beirut. liutual counsel and cooperation are useful, as I 
think has been illustrated by the Boards of Missions at home getting 
together more often and more closely during recent years than of old. 


So l was glai to have a meeting called in Beirut for a Conference 
of representatives of American volleges, April 10 tolo. As I have a 
duplicate copy of the original call, 1 will enclos@ it, though you 
probably received a copy direct, dir. vetchell, representing our Pre- 
paratory Vepartment as a “component school,” Mrs. Getchell, who seri- 
ously needed the trip as a health measure, and myself were the Anato- 
lia delegation. the meeting was full of interest and richly rewarding. 


Communications between Burope and Asia, whether by way ot Africa 


or not, are often slow and complicated. so we started early, but we 


were fortunate in getting through very quickly via sgypt, Alexandria 
and Cairo, and so had a valuable margin of time before Conference ses- 
sions began. I went up to Jerusalem and saw Dr. Peet and others in 
attendance on the Mott Conference there, and where Secretary Lrnest 
Riggs had tried to get me appointed as a delegate,- though I am not 

in work for wzurks at present. It1 was three days a guest in the charm- 


ing home of President Dodge, and got a full and very valuable view of 


their gre&@t and sound University, before our meetings began. 


I left before the last half day's work to hasten back here, har- 
ing got the wholesome bread and butter of the meeting and leaving Mr.

The question, then, is as to the future. 4nd as for the first 
ei step the counsel we get ‘is almost unanimous: accept the depazture 
— from jdlarsovan and from Turkey as final. Most vi our friends who know 
” furkey from the inside agree in this. 


| 
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The removal of the College from Marsovan na@éd not hinder the 
Board from carrying on the education of boys there as the wey may 
open. Indeed it may be an advantage to have the old names cancelled, 
leaving a fresh field for new men and new methods. Frobably no large 
expenses fox education there will be necessary,in the near future. Le 
The Board has accepted the principle of establishing a —< 
fox boys here, and whatever Anatolia zresources are availabie Bley 
near Salonica should give impetus to the service intended. Lyen if 
the way should open for anatolia people to return to the oid Frome 
in time, say after our "ad interim” work is done, whatever had been 
accomplished meantime woulda not be lost, but would ba merged into 
the permanent educational work of Salonica Station. Fersonaliy, I 
would rather go back to Marsovan, change the character and aim of our 
work, and go on there, than do anything eise, but we seem to have no 
choice. have no special fittess for the "approach to Hellenes, 
and it will not be long before the President of an American College 
undex the Greek flag must be able to speak ereek, which I cannot un- 
dertake. But those of us who have been in ilarsovan have a place 
here, probably, until the refugee question fades into normal conditions. 


Accepting the theory of relocation as guiding our conduct, we 
are directed to try out the sovernment attitude by deeking their aid 
in obtaining a site, as soon as a site can be fixed upon. This decis- 
ion is important, as, probably, College, Gerls' School, and Mission 
families will decide and settle together. Aksakii is now the most 
probable point, 6 miles from the city and 1200 feet higher up, but gd 
more study will be necessary, and more counsel must be obtained, bee 
fore final vote, even of members of the wtation, can be taken. 


If and when we ask the Government to facilitate our procuring 
the site, some weeks from now, it will be interesting to see what 
course things take. We may be blocked entirely. Venizelos suggested 
virtually that the vovernment might give us a site without expense, 
but he is not here, and in any case it might be better to pay a rea- 
sonable sum for land than be under obligation for too much favor. 


If we can reach our own decision before the end of May, and get 
the Government business completed, or feel its attitude as clear and 
favoring by the end of August, the question My going to America in 
October for about six months, and the quggé@ion of Mr. ‘heodore Riggs 
and family remaining during that }ime, grlil come to the fore. Mean- 
time we should have everything infageetood condition as possible for 
a full and useful year of school, With liv. Getchell, Mr. Hawkes, and 
llr, Brewster each taking the part that belongs to him in justice to 
other work. Prospects for next year now Logik guite favorable. 


I hope no one will get the idea thet I am anxious to go to Amer=-—"— 
ica for Coliege promotion. It is fs/poes it breaks up home life and 
that is as hard for my wife as for possible failure, even fiasco, 
stares one in the face. But the a: has to be done; my Relief work 
has given me a rather wide acquaintance in the northwest; we cannot 
progress, cannot even start, here without some ready money: a great 
campaign for Near Lage colleges will be put on in America, and if we 
do not in some way share we may find others have reaped all the har#- 
vest in our particular field, so that later when we fain would reap, 


nothing but gleanings may bo left. We cannot make progress without 
a start in our funds. Theodore Riggs should not be asked to locate

I have one more matter to put before you growing out of my trip 


to Beirut, and then, 1 think, considerable special correspondence will 
be complete. 


I had a full talk with vr. Feet while we were at sea together 
about the political side of our Marsovan aifair. 1 have never felt re- 
ally satisfied with Admiral Bristol's attitude and handling of our case. 
After we reached Constantinople at the beginning of April, 1921, after 
our break-down, (which was followed in July by so much blood-shed in 
arsovan, with the usual concomitants), Admiral Bristol treated me as 
if I was to blame for the break-down. Dr. Peet told me in advance I 


must be prepared to have him take that position. Of course I refer to 
myself only as @& representative. 


the treatment of our High Vommissioner seemei to me unfair and 
un-Anerican: unfair, because every man is to be treated as blameless 
uni@asshis blame is established by evidence from both sides; and un-Amer- 
ican, because an American official in a foreign country is there to pro- 


tect American rights. Ferhaps my natural feelings are too strong; if so, 
you will soften tmen in your thinking. 


Il saw the furkish statement of their Pontus Question in both 
Hrench and turkish, though 1 do not use either prefecitly, and our case 
Ss in your hands and those of Dr. Peet. br. Peet had not seen either of 
hese publications, but thought one or poth was in the hands of the Ad- 
ival, and he said he wanted to get possession of its substance, and he 
olunteered that he wanted to take up our whole Marsovan "case" ‘again, 
adding that Admiral bristol, he thought, did not consider it closed. 


fhe lurks make something of a case in these publications, though 
tl am not informed as to the accuracy of all the statems nts included. As 
for our Mission Station, however, the Hospital or ‘the College, it seems 
to me their presentation may be danzerous to themselves or to their po- 
Sition. There is nothing of serious nature that I am aware of implica- 
ting Americans oz oux work. False charzes should be a boomerang. 


they pubiish the Pontus Club seal, which shows it was an organi- 
zation of schedlboys for literary, athletic and musical purposew founded 
in 1905... What is the influence of such evidence? They print a picture 
of a rop“of boys with tuppenny ha'pexnny badges pinned on their shirts, 
Which they won in schoolboy games, and call them decorated sold- 
of an army of rebellion. Whose cause suffers from such evidence? I 
will not undertake to argue the case: it rests with Dr. Peet and your- 
Self to frame up the facts, and then to do what may be possible and right. 
But I wantei at least to state to you thet Dr. Peet intends taking the 
matter up afresh, as he may see his way to do so, and he will very like- 
ly comuunicate with you about it. We all have confidence in your guid- 
ance and in his at the two ends of the long line. 
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In your letter of March 28 you speak of not knowing how to lo- 
cate our building, and no wonder. It really is on the rim of this city 
Le where one lieaves the city to go to vr. House’s Agricultural In- 
titute. it is adout half way from down-town to the farm, but the 
right to our gate. 


I understand this was farm land till the French came in the 
great wax and fixed a military hospital camp in these level fields, 
about a mile back from the sea. They constructed a vast array of huts, 
each being a hospital ward. After the war the #rench sold out to 4a 
ureek Vompany, headed by a capitaiiss named Uharilaos, hence the 
name of @ growing section or suburb of the city. salonica-is built 
right up to and around three sides of our grounds. fhe people are 
mostly refugees, but of the better class, earning and paying their 
way, though stripped of what they used to possess. 


The building in general is much approved. It is common to 
hear some visitor say we have fonnd the best building for our purpose 
in all Greece. Wr. trnest Aiggs wrote me oack, asking me to give seri- 
ous consideration to the repeated suggestion that we buy the building 
and grounds, ( 3¢ to 35 acres, as I pace it) for permanent Mission 
Vay Schools. lt can be paughs "for ylS.000, about. Personally I have 
never approved of such purchase, but is it interestinz to have it 
proposed for considsration. ‘ 

this is the best end, the new, the growing end of the city. 
Yeveral of the best schools are between us and town. The wission is 
in what is sometimes cailed a Slum area. we do not want to run away 
from the slums, but aiter @m#l we should rather lead some oi the lead- 
srs; we should be located fairly well in relation to the vanguard of 
progress. 


Let me add that the Aksakli road passes near our school streat, 
and we are, say, one third way from the White Tower to Aksakli. Our 
School, the farm, and Aksakli form nearly a right angle triangle, and 
nearly ‘equilateral, Our Hostel where most of the students lodge, our 
teachers’ rooms and the rooms used by wrs. White and myself are screened, 
and if we cannot keep malaria entirely out, we hops to keep it down. 
Some day these marshes will be so controlled that malaria will be e- 
liminated. If the valley of the Vardar is rechaimed as the valley or 
delta of the Nile has been, it will be equally useful as a basis for 
human life and Welfare. I1 saw the delta of the Nile on my trip. It 


was wonderful. |

per workmen available to do the work and with freight rates so high. if 
We must consider the plan carefully. Some things will be easy: e.g. , 
we have a $1,600, telescope that a man could carry under his arm. 
Such things should be brought away. Let me add that Dr. Peet re- 
ferring to the ladies bravely holding on there remarked that they aa 
might get on quite as well without a man as with one. Al

Bast. Some institutions, as Cairo University, now limit the attend- 
ance of Armenians to keep the way open for others. 


Armenians are the majority of our pupils now, and the num- 
bers we might take appears aimost unlimited, though we "wish to keep 
ur international character, and we expect fall numbers of Greeks. 
parently, however, until éenditions are more settled generally we 
may offer a usefal or for Armenians here; Salonica being 
like a Turkish city in seme respects buat under Christian Government; 
near enough to the ar Athenian area se be accessible but safe 
for students to work in quiet. 


Buphrates Cellege yee tm an endowment, as I understand, which 
a“ is intended to provide for mian education, and it occurs to me 
to inguire whether seme of the income might be entrusted to us for 
use here. Suppose frem the annual income, Euphrates College having 
been closed to students for several years, a certain sum should be 
granted to us to imevease our service for Armenian education. Sup- 
posably we could employ some additional teaching force, lodge, feed, 
and teach some students that we could not otherwise accept; and at 
any time when the Buphrates corporation was in position to use its 
own funds, it could cease any grant-in-aid for use by Anatolia. I 
‘would not " suggest any divezsion or combination of endowment funds, 
on the supposition that Buphrates will sooner or later go forward 
with its own corporate life and service. 


Perhaps in this connection I may remind you that in 1894 
Harpoot Station, led by Dr. Gates, invited me there and to the 
Presidency of the College. I have always cherished the memory of 
that honor, though actual conditions clearly led to the course which 
followed,- Dr. Gates remaining where he had begun well. But the 
service attempted by the two stitutions in part covers the same 
yn and possibly the unused resources of the one might be used 

o strengthen the service of the other. I hope Harpout people would 
be willing to trust our ju nt, if it the right thing to use any 
of theiz in this way for the youth of the Armenian people.

What would you say to starting work & the "hite Hall 
at the first breath of spring? Follow essentially the old plan. 
Probably the foundations are not much the worse for standing, 


Tse wooden instead of iron girders; lime instead of cement; get 
the building up and get it ready for use next fall. So far as 
appears, that is the only possibility for new increase over , 
our present accommodations. We could do that conceivably with 

lecal buildi lents and materials, but we could not undertake 
anything mo xtensive until we can have men, supplies and 
large sums of money brought in from outside. 


The desirable would be to begin again on Union Hall 
next spring and push it. do not know whether public conditions 
will permit, whether we can get the men, or the building materials, 
but our old College Building stands condemed. We use some parts 
of it as a makeshift until we can get up adequate new buildings. 
But the old building ought not to be left a day beyond what is 
absolutely necessary. And yet before w take it dOwm and abandon 
its use, @onsider t must be done.

My Dear Mr.Getchell: 


I did not write you last week partly because its efforts 
Culminated in the Founders’ Day exercises on Friday, and Saturday 
was occupied with other things. Ye had a memorable time observing 
the birthday of Dr.Tracy and of Mrs.Smith,. There were three parts 
to the program: athletic exercises in Grinnell Field in the after- 
noon3 supper at which some guests were present, and then a general 
assembly in the evening, when Prof.theocharides spoke in Turkish 
on Dr."racy's life and work, Mr.Demetracopoulos spoke well on behalf 
of Robert College, and some minor exercises filled out the program, 
It was an old Anatolia audience, people from the different schools and 


institutions flowing in to the number of several hundred and suggestive 


of a mighty human sea. Mr.Getchell, there are more than 600 persons 
now in the different schools on our premises, and 700 was our maximum 
vefore the breakdown. Of course the average age and standard of 
attainment is very different now, but the workers are far less in 


proportion than they were then, 


Mr.Geéchell,we cannot go far, and ve ought not to go on at 
all without a man to be superintendent of our grounds and buildings. 
There is not one among us who belongs on the ground prepared to make 
this his main job. Mr.Pye hag@ done a great pé@ece of work this year; 
but that is now nearing its close with the close of the season. To 
keep up our buildings, take care of water problems, establish and 
operate electfic lighting, a central heat plant and the like, a man 
is needed of essentially the character of an architect but not devoted 
to that science as a spevialty. He should be a man of all-round, 
practical ability, able to buy building materials, handle workmen, 
and so forth. I wish you could find the right man and send him out. 
There are men of this sort, if only we cohld find the tight one and 
secure his service. Wen of ability, natives of this country, are 
fearfully reduced in numbers. 


I may have one or two enclosures to send with this, and will 
not prolong this letter. The Relief administration has cut our 
allowance to $7,000 per month. This is less than half what you had 
last March, and at this rate ye shall not have much, with which to do 
relief work at all in the near future. Meahtime we ‘have so much on 
our hands that it is hard to cut dow to the required limits. The 


problems connected with both relief and College work sometimes seem 


almost more than we can bear, I hope ve shall keep on top, but it 
is something of a question how long we can continue to do so.

As for our buildings, it seems to ne that we,~need two 
large school buildings. One perhaps may best be Union Hall, revised 
to serve as the Preparatory School building. Our general idea has 
been to provide for 300 Preparatory students with teachers to the 
number of 20 to 24. Ye need a large school building adapted to such 
purposes, Eight recitation rooms as provided in Tnion Mall do not 
meet the need, though of course that building might not accommodate 
300 students at alls it might be necessary to begin with a provision 
for 150 or 200, adding wings at the two ends, or in some other way 
increasing actual capacity to meet actual requirements. The point 
is that unless we have some batter plan to work toward, we should have 
this in mind. , 


And it seems to me that in place of the old Main Building 
me should have another good school building for College students. 
™e have figured on as many as 16 teachers for them. North College and 
the Library of course supply a considerable part of the facilities 
revuired, but we want to remember that the old building stands con- 
demnedg that such use as we make is temporary; and that it supplies 
us with our Assembly Hall, Dining-room, and Kitchen, without wich 
our work would be paralyzed, but the 13se of which ye cannot dis- 
continue unless.we replace it with somthing else. 

We come then to the question of building beginning next 
spring for the work ef the next Sellege year, I think we cannot 
form, and still less can w undertake, any definite plan until after 
peace is signed, and then the question of supplies, wages, and all 
the rest, will involve such difficulties that I have at: this stage no 
real hepe ef completing any considerable building for the school 
year 1920-1921. | 


This raises a practical alternative in regard ta the 
completion of “hite Hall. ould w do well to undertake that mien 
the building season opens? e could use lime instead of cement; 
brick and stene provided locallyj; wooden girders instead of tron, 
though I believe that some ¢ our iron girders could be worked into 
the SDuilding,materially improving it.

This letter is gett terribly long, but I want to add 
one more point. Our work most of all turns on the right man to do it, 
and we nedd more inmwediately than any other addition to our working 
strength, a man of practical affairs to have charge of our grounds and 
buildings. His base of operations should be the industrial shops. 

He should be gs omething of an architect, and should be able to organize 
and employ the gervice both of specialists, like electricians, and 

of general work gangs. Our premises are extensive and they are ragged.j 
Our buildings and equipment are imperfect. There ig no man now on the 
ground who igs the right personf permanently to take this position. 

It looks to me almost easier to raise the funds to support the right 
man than to provide in any other way for the doing of the work. Find 
the man, Mr.Getchell, and send him to es. There ae men of the gort 
that we want, if you can only discover them, © need a man on this 
line more than at present we need a Music master, a specialist in 
Science, a master in Mathematics, or nearly anybody else.

: You speak of an applicant for a position here who is a friend 
of Mr. James. It must be Merrill Isely, with whom I became well acquain- 
ted while at home. He is a good fellow, and no wonder Brewer Eddy thinks 
well of him. He has been quite persistent in his attachment to Anatolia, 
but I have already sent my clear judgment by Mr. Pye that he should 
not be appointed here. He is too much like some of the rest of us. That 
is, he is a college and seminary man, like James, and Compton, and Mr. 
Pye, and essentially like Goldsbury, and Hosford, and Wiley, and Pea- 
body. He would contribute nothing distinctive; he is no specialist, so 
far as our needs eos Get it into Mr. Eddy's head if possible that wee 
don't want more "missionaries" in Anatolia College at present; we want. 
special men for special positions: a superintendent. of grounds. and 
buildings, a teacher of commerce, Mr. V pyr if he can be obtained | 
for music. And we want unmarried men like Beabody rather than married _ 
men like Charles Tracy or Mr. Isely for temporary tutor service, be- 
cause of the expense. We want also a few first-rate citizens of this _ 
country, not as substitutes for Americans, but as leaders of their own 
people, Bassmadjian, apertsian, Costa. Demos, and.the, like. Don't mis-= 
understamd me about "missionaries:" we never had: so few or needed them 
so much in our field as now, but we are now thinking of the College, 
Esther will probably be an applicant for the position of stenographer.

I never was more happy in my work than now, We have just got in a tourist 
from a trip through l2 Greek villages, and we are getting clothes ready 
to send out to them. The tension between Moslems and Christians is so 
great that Greeks cannot visit Turkish villages, not Turks Greek villages. 
The Lid will blow off some of these days. Annual Meeting is abandoned.

I mean to adopt it as a custom in general to write you and Mr. Pye 


You ask, Mr. Getchell, about teachers for next year. That question 
is bound up with others, and all depends on the course of public affairs 
during the interval. With the dorméteory story of Kennedy Home in use, we 
can add 50 boarders, and that is about enough,- say 200 students, 75 day 
pupils and 125 boarders, Dining room and study hall will do without change. 
Our basket ball and in-door athletits can use Mendsen Hall and the common 
rocm as now. The Y.M.C.A. room,will serve for meetings and clubs, music 
and socials. We will need a few more recitation rooms, and they can be 
provided in the old building, which must stand till torn down, and can 
not be turn down till its substitute is built. No ill effect has been ob- 
served from the use of such part of the building as has been occupied, 
and a sort of double, or semi-divided,sitting room may be fixed up just 


inside the building from the hawous, The students have needed a sitting 
rocm very muche 


We aimed this year for 16 teachers and 200 students, but stopped 
with 12 and 150. Really our students and teachers fit together quite 
well, and on the whole this college year is so far very rewarding. There . 
are several of us who share in administration but do little or no College 
teaching. These last this year have been Pye, Riggs, Marden, Miss Phelps, 
and myself. Add for next year, Mr. Getchell, here or elsewhere, poole 
the latter, and Esther White, if she is office atenegrapner. 


Then we need 16 teachers for 200 students. Start with the Americans-= 
James, Compton, Goldsbury, Hosford, Wiley, Peabody,=- a good beginning. 
Then a Swiss, to be found by Prof. Margot and Miss Zbinden, a Russian, 
Chekaloff, and a Turk, Zeki. We want 7 Armenians ‘and Greeks. if Prof. 
Theocharides feels that you do not advise his coming to help you raise 
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funds in America, I hope he will settle down to do another good year's 
work here. We can prebably retain Mr. Evstathiades, and perhaps Mr. Lame 
prianos. I think noW Mr. Papadopoulos or Mr. Anastasiades. Nor is it prob- 
able that we can keep any one of our Armenians; Zhamgochian, Hovagimian, 
in ee Zelveyan, Pirenian, probably all will leave, though final decisions have 
ShAWOa vas not been announced. Kadri seems willing to plod along, and he can be use- 
ful at this stage, as Zeki is very useful. 


I do not know where to léck for the right Armenians. We must have 
them for the baptism of Armenian blood wherewith Anatolia College has 
been consecrated lays us under a sacred obligation. I wish we could get 
Yervant Bassmadjian. Try for him. Offer him essentially the same terms 
given a N. E. Re. man, that is travel out, living, including board, lodg- 
ing, and laundry, and a salary of $25.00 per month for two years, but as 
he is a native of this country do not offer return expense if possible to 
avoid it; or if necessary offer expense after two years as far as Bardizage 
Even he would not provide,I suppose, for the Armenian language, ; 


There was another Bardizag man that I was much drawn to, named Sam- 
uel Zhamgochian, who was a student in Yale two or three years ago. I sug- 
gest, if you cannot oet Bassmadjian that you try for Zhamgochian, if on 
investigation you find him suitable. Prof. Krikorian had an able and ap- 
parently promising son, a student in Yale, and later, I believe, register- 
ed at Andover. But he is a minister, and cught to be with a church. I wish 
he might be here in Marsov an. There is Levonian also for our ry, if 
Mr. Pye finds the way open. We ought to have one or two or more Mahe 
best Armenians we can find anywhere, as leaderg@ among our students ofthat 
nationality, whatever lessons or text-books they may teach. 


As for other Greeks, Hurmuziades, Sarrafoghlou, and Achillefs Mu- 
radoghlou are among the possibilities. I wish we might get Eurmuziades to 
teach orphans or other students during the summer, Many of our College 
boys can not go home, for they have no homes to go to, and as for vacation 
that is not the desideratum now; it is school. But we must have new men 
for the summer, and I hope James and Compton will realize this and get on 
their jobs. What have you to say about these Greeks? Just as soonas the 
right time comes I hope Papertsian will come, but he can not take the 
place of the American engineesp or we need for the material 
plant as a whole. ; 


One point more, We have no teacher of commercial subjects, and we 
ought to have. I wonder if our Armenian friends would not support and send © 
cout a man for this purpose. Mr. Pushman largely educated Mr. Arozian, and 
he is interested in many such young mens Try the Telfeyans, Pushman, Kel- 
jik of Minneapolis, Kent Costikian, the Donchians, and Mihran Karageuziany : 
If they wanted to these men could send us a good young man who could teach © 
business and commerce to the youth of their nation. We have 156 students 
in College, 175 orphan boys, a score more of older orphans, and then more 
young people for night schools etc. They need to learn to do business, I 
hope we can have a good night school next year. lan, 2.C.R. N.S. again .

My dear Mr. Getchell,= 


This is Easter Monday and things are on a half holiday basis. It is vaca- 
tion for the schools; the boys outside have their best bibs and tuckers on as they 
kick the fooikball; visitors are dropping in and out with congratulations. I was 
down town Friday, and I think I never in my life felt people were more cordial. 


Your first letter from Minneapolis, dated March 4th, came Saturday evening, 
and I have just been over it again. It fairly makes me homesick, partly for Mpls, 
but principally for you. All that you say of presonal affection is doubly recip= 
rocated. Do you remember as I do that time last sumer when we were both troubled, 
and in the hall up-stairs I asked you if you and I could not get up a quarrel, and 
then we stood and hmgged each other for about five mimtes? There has been a good 
deal hard to bear since then, But if I have ever caused you a heart~pang I hope 
you will forgive me, for I never meant to do so,— honest Injun,=— and as for you I 
camot think of anything in our personal relations all down these years in which | 
you could possibly have been better, or kinder, or more helpful, than you have been. 
Long may we live to work together, and long may you go on after my days are done. 


It will be great when you get back on the job here. On the whole I think we 
are getting on pretty well. We have a united, earnest, and strong Near East Re-~- 
lief Unit. There are minor infelicities, but the big task is going all right. And 
that means a lot. As for the College, its work is rewarding too. It was sober 
business during the fall when day after day and week after week I was the only Am 
erican at chapel exercises, I never heard a sermon from any American lips but my 
own from the time I arrived until after Father Time had rolied up the record of 
1919 and laid it away. Oct. Slst I tried to resign from the Directorship of the 
Relief, but was not_let off,~ and on the whole I am glad of it. We have pulled 
through the harde?e~ part, I hope. At any rate Mr. Hosford is getting a strong 
grip, Mr. Goldsbury is sui generis, and now Mr. Wiley is ready to begin as soon 
as the handicap of vacation is out of the way. He gave his first address at the 
Easter music service last night, and is on the way to be a useful missionary. Wo 
one, however, takes your place in that great volume of routine school work which 
requires tact, strength, experience, and personality. 


I have not supposed and do not now suppose that you should be here for 
next Semtember. You should first get rid of your lingering malady, and I am glad 
you held up a bit around Boston, before plunging in for all you are worth on 
your American campaign for funds. Do not come back till you are ready; not till 
you are both really well; not till you would rather come than stay; the¥come, 
and while others will welcome you it seems to me your warmest welcome will be 
from the associates with whom you have worked longest. The work needs you tree 
mendously whenever you are ready for it. 


And profoundly glad you are in the west and in Minneapolis. How I wish 
you could begin where I left off. I did not expect to feel at home there when I 
landed, a pilgrim and an exile, in the place, but wefore I came away I realized 
that I was at home there. I knew the ministers, Congregational and other, the 
mayor and the newspeper men, the Civic and Commerce people, the philanthropists 
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and Relief workers, Dr. Dewey and Nelse Martinson, fhg Lyman families and Miss 
Mary Hale. Lyman brothers furnished me the use of their offices, rent free. Get 
hold of Miss Anne Angst, my stenographer, if you can and tell her I wish I had 
her help now, for Miss McCoy seems to have had a rather serious breakdown, and I 
am limited in my correspondence. Get your own stenographer by all means. Cingh 
Joseph Chapman, when you can do so it the diplomatic way, and remind him that he 
said to me, "When I get quite a bunch of money together, ['1l1 give you some for 
your College." But he pulls with the bunch, and when he moves it ought to be to 
start the bunch all together. I came away with an agreement to write letters to 
the Tribune, but I cannot write for any paper that I do not read, and while it 
came for a few months and I wrote some things for it, it has stopped long since, 
I wish I had it now. 


But George and our beloved “gelin” can "put you wise" to most that is of 
real significane in my Mpls acquaintance, and for the wide region of which it is 
the metropolis. Use my name and that of my good wife and our work for Relief just 
as freely as it will be of any significance. I am rejoiced that you are on the 
job there. It is very likely that if I were to try to raise money for the College 
the effort would fail, where for the interdenominational, philanthropic work of 
Relief, every body put his shoulder to the collar and pulled for all there was 
in him. I hope you will take as much satisfaction as I did in inviting people to 
lunch with me at Donaldson's, or some other high class Eat Shop. It was every 
wa$ a good investment. Work the lunch Auk at semi {Lacey 


We are not doing a stroke of new construction work, and will not till con 
ditions clear up.

I am practically running an emigration bureau, so many 
Armenians are leaving town, principally for America. Capable workmen are less I 
suppose than when you left. Building materials produced locally may be a@ bit cheap- 
er, but everything imported is as dear and as inaccéssible as ever. Travel and 
transport between here and Samsoun is liable to be cut any day. We cannot build mow, 


We are hoping to get through the year without debt with the aid of the 
$15,000. we count on from the Board and your campaign. It will be a triumph if 
we cau put this year behind us without the encumbrahce of a debt. You were bugy~ 
antly hopeful of a great campaign, with a slogan calling for seven figures, as 
you reached America. Did Boston, our College officers, and the Trustees, raise 
your hopes or not? My feeling is that our College officers in America do not 
really help us very much. They cannot. They are obliged to keep any one of their 
many interests and institutions from getting ahead of others. Bell asked me how 
I liked your letter head paper, and said he had left his own name off the Ex. Com. 
I wanted to reply that it did not make any real difference whether one meme more 
or less appeared, as the Ex. Com had never done anything and there was no prospect 
that it ever would. I do not think I shall say that to him however,=— the officers 
mean well, but I will just let off my feelings a little by saying these things to 
you. We have got to raise our own money, using the officers, cooperating with 
them in plans, cultivating our own constituency, meeting problems with the best 
of cheer and wisdom that we can muster, and pulling our own canoe most of the way.

It takeSa few days after the close of the school year to wing up, accounts 
and find just how we stand. Mr Riggs has been working on our Collegé,accounts, and 
the work list payments, and has this morning given me the figures. Though I have not 
yet finally arianged and footed them up, there is reason, however, to be grateful for 
the result. 


The payments of work accounts are of course connected with other expenses, 
but our scholarship accounts depend upon the resources that we have for that purpose. 
Not all the adjustments are yet made and not all the accounts have been received. In- 
deed Dr. Peet's latest monthly statement is the one for February! It is hard sometimes 
to be patient with all the difficulties we have to endure. Howeversreasonably close 
calculation shows that our scholarship obligations for the school year just clsed are 
fairly within our obligations. I am profoundly grateful for this result. There have 
been 69 names on our beneficiary list. In some cases, as with the two sons of Kyr Yor- 
ki, students have been received free. The amount of profitable work which several of 
theséd students could do wagavery small part of their cost to the College. on course 
we have watched resources carefully; we have solicited wherever there seemed a help-= | 
ful opportunity. Many of our efforts have been entirely none-productive, but our per=- | | 
manent regources and the gifts of friends have been enough to meet the obligations of | 
our first year of reconstruction work. So we can set our teeth with a smile, and 
undertake to meet the next challenge with cheer. 


At present the prospect for the year to come seems much less encouraging ~ I 
than it was a year ago. We had much more hope and confidence then for the near future ud 
than we have now. I think however that those of us who are on the ground can hold | 
out for a while, and before we get too stale, others of you will be coming to share 
in the job. In one respect we are better off than a year ago, and that is in having | 
three young American teachers on the ground. We expect the Comptons before long, and a 
what else may we expect? We have not yet heard from Mr. Pye since he reached America, . | 
and are waiting for m@ssages from him.

NEAR EAST RELIEF, MARSOVAN 
July 22, 1920.4 
My dear Mre Getchell,-~ 


We have held Relief Unit meeting this evening, as we used te 
hold Station meetings on Thursday evenings.e Usually all attend, and 
in general the spirit is good, though only one half hour is given to 
devotions. | 

We -have Station meetings occasionally, and at a recent session, 
it was agreed to express our judgment that you Were wise in planning 
to remain in America one more season. Our invitation to you to reéurn 
as soon as the right time comes was sent by Mre Pyee There is no ques~ 
tion in the mind of ms one as to your being the right man for the 
work here, and your better half is another. But you had a long hard 
pull when some of the rest of us were taking it comparatively easy, 
and it is your turn to rest and work at the home end of the line for 
the presente. Perhaps you can be here for Commencement next yeare We 
think of you now as out in Colorado, cooling off, you two together; 
God bless you bothe 

It seems long since we have heard, as we are again under a cen- 
sership, and all Turkish post has been cut off for many weeks. Send _ 
through the Relief organization at Cons=<ple. Things are about as in 
1914-1915, only deportations are only talked of as yet, and if they 
come the.Greeks mean to resist. Yozghat and Zile have witnessed ter- 
rible scenes, though in Zile it was Turk against Turk only. The Gov- 


ernor told me that 17 out of 21 quarters of Zile have been degétroyed 


by burning and bombarding. The Protestant church was bunnede In Yoz~_ 
ghat many Christian lives were taken, and much looting was done, but 
things are kept very quiet. One of our students we know lost his fath- 
er, and our teacher from that town is exceedingly anxious. 

The prospect is for small schools this coming year, yet every 
mail brings inquiries. People seem to think their children are as safe 
here as anywhere, and we may have quite a large attendance. We are 
thinking of carrying the age of admission down a year or two to accom. 
modate the real needs, but have not taken final action. Open, Sept. 8e 
This last year was of increasing value right up to the last. It is a 
great source of strength this year to have three American teachers on 
the ground and with a grip on their job. 

Negotiations with native teachers have been rather hard. There 
has been a very stiff determination to get increased salaries, spe~ 
clal favors, and personal advantages. When young spalpeens like Ho-~- 
vagimian and Zelveyan are not content with salaries that bring them 
a living and net 300 liras for a twelvemonth, there seems to be some- 
thing wrong. I am not sure that we shall have either of these young 
men next year. The trouble though is that.we have only Zhamgochian 


engaged as an Armenian teacher, and not one person of that race will. 


come here for love or money or patriotism from any coast point,= and 
you cannot blame them. We hope tc have Miss Helene Baumgart from Berne 
as teacher of French. Lambrianos is clerking for Mr. Riggs, and Stil- 
lani is writing letters for me, each doing well. But we shall be glad 
when we can have more people of our own race.

My dear Mr. Getchell and Mr. Pye:- 


We again v rtually conduct a college amid conditions of war. The 
situation is in many features much as it was from spring of 1914 to the spring of 
1916. The Governor told me last Safturday that the Constantinople Administration 
would sign the Peace terms, but that Anatolia would not at all agree. And he said 
yesterday that existing conditions are likely to continue 15 years. Zile and Yozgat 
have heen through solemn scenes, In the former there-was not inten directly to 
involve Christians; in the latter Christians were involved with very serious results. 
No one knows when or where the next outbreak will occurs. Our students have had much 
difficulty in getting travelling permits to go home, and will likely meet more diff- 
culty when they try to come back. But we are grateful that our premises during this 
year have been sifred any such untoward event as robbery, bloodshed, abduction, or 
incendiarism. Our Governor’is a rather string man, and though one never can tell 
what turn such things will take, our Méifserens so far have been quite satisfactory. 
The officials are pressing us now for taxes, however, to the tune of nearly LTq.4,000.00? 
but there are only two alternatives for our conduct; either to quit and get out, or 
to smile and keep on top as long as we cane Our school year brought us much for which 
to be grateful. There is less of rosy hope in the situation than there was a year BL0 » 
but the boys are all keen for a chance to study, and parents seem to think their 
young hopefuls are about as safe here as amywhere., We shall probably have a Freshman 
class in September with some co-education, and we may reach down to include a sub-pre= 
paratory class in order to meet the existing need as they did at Beirut in war time, 
though I do not think we shall go down to the age of eight years. 


Pee As we have cleaned up practically all of the old main buildings, 
peewee we have more space temporarily available than we had last year.. Kennedy Home shel- 


ters the supplies, and therefor cannot house amy part of a school. Mr. Maral has

Mr. Riggs has made up the financial round-up for the year, though 
uncle Yillian's latest statement was for the month of Pebruary, and some adjustment 
as between the different kinds of currency ere yet to be booked, In brief the College 
expenses for the year were “46,000.00. Of this over ©15,000.00 was paid in by students; 
about “10,000.00 came in the head of sundry receipts including our endowment. income 
of 35,607.59; about $10,000.00 might be omitted as it represents on te covered by 
income, principally in the bakery.; and our indebtedness came within $15,000.00. 
I wonder how this will semm to you and to ovr Trustees, When they gave us permission 
to incure dehts not emgoeeding °25,000.00, and we kept within “15,000.00, and meantime 
they had listed.us for $15,000.00 in the April campaign, I hope they will be, aple to 
stand by us without fail fo: this sum. T have written a formgy letter to every Trust- 
ee {. with Miss Styliani's help) and will enclose e copy herewith. Ye now face tie 
financial problems of another year. I should add that 69 students earned an even of 
LTg.1,000.00 by work and paid it in tothe College treasury, and we gave scholarship 
&id of almost L7ge2,500.00 more without the last pennies out of the scholar- 
Ship pocket. We have only about half-as much for scholarship use next year as, we have 
spent this year. Perhaps we will be somewhat venturesome, however, and go on the . 
supposition that for scholarship and larger general expenses we are here to run.a. 
Collece,iand if we overrun, we rely on you who are at the home end where the real 
resources are to take gare of the LeAnn. or better to provide for them in BdVaNce » 
There are a few friends to whom I hope to write in the endeayor.to 


secure assistance for next year, as they are persons already generously.interested. I 
will kéep you informed as to the substance of this conrespondence, as I.wrote you 

about my correspondence with certain alumni soliciting aid for dholarship.funds,. and 
some @ighty or more letters to other friends,with these now to the Trustees and then 
the smaller lot rem&ining. Such seed sowing I hope is worth-while. It keeps the sit- 
uation before people. Occasional gifts in Yesponse are generously sent, and it is 
part of the whole long canpaign. If Mr, Getohell's April work secured the $15,000.00, 
we hope that will be a fine job.

My dear Mr. Getchell and Mr. Pye,- 


I wish you could take a stroll across the old campus with me 
this crisp fall evening. College opened day before yesserday, and 112 
students have completed their registration, with new faces smiling a 
greeting every time you turn a corner. Apparently less than half of 
eur prospective attendance has already arrived. This evening one set 
is keeping the parallel bars het just above our house, ancther group 
of simians is attemding to the horizontal bar, and in Mendsen "all a 
fast game of basket ball is in progress. The first Y.!.C.A. meeting 
ef the year came earlier in the evening. es 


In spite of fear, anxiety, and danger, the lads are bent on 
going to scheole Travel is impossible at intervals, but they slip 
through when weary officialdom relaxes. Our governor has helped us 
in various ways. The Tecat road is tied up for Christians, but four 
Turks from there came through today, and we hope our other students 
will not be detained long. Samsoun and coast students are slow in 
venturing up country, but they are dribbling in. it is trying to have 
Charalambes Evetathiades If, a new teacher, detained in Yozghat, and 

Miss Baumgart prevented by the British frem getting a vise for Turkey 
en her passport, and iir. and Mre. Comptom somewhere on the way when 
the College year opens. From the standpoint ef the Anatolia College 
administration the Fome offire of the Board is not exactly our ideal 
when it comes to the subject of a college calendar or the specialist 
members of a college faculty. But we must be patient, cooperate as 
well as we can, and also as far as we can we must pick and move our 
men our own selves.

We have about a dozen Turks among out boys, and one from the 
city who was a day pupil last year has come in as a boarder. Ye may | 
anticipate a score or more when they all arrive, and there is little 
doubt in my mind that our service should be for Turks im a growing de- 
gree in the years before us. For the first time a majority of our 
students are on the beneficiary list, but I hope late comers will put 
the balance on the other side. One reason is that we have 30 boys fram 
the Orphanage, for whom Relief refuses to pay at present. We will be 
glad if Ernest Riggs and George are permitted by Cons-ple to undertake 
and operate plans for the education of orphan children. But the presse 
sure fer an education, and for a chance to work one’s way, is harder 
then ever, much harder than last year. Remember, we need large schol- 
arship funds, and shall financially sink without them. Dr. Tracy used 
to say “It is easier to do a big thing than a little one,” and so we 
are forging ahead in meeting the urgent need te meet which the Coellere 
is committed to our care. Pray for a work of spiritual power. Adieu.

My dear “r, Getchell and Mr. Pye, 


One month ago today the College opened 
for the second year of reconstruction work. We have been all this time 
in reaching permanent working shape for the year. I do not see how condi- 
tions would permit much more promptness., At the end of the first week only 
about 100 students had come: up to date 199 have come. One cannot blame 
students because of the great uncertainty, considerable fear, and some 
danger in the public situation. My trip to Con/ple just before the opening 
of school threw our Samsoun constituency into consternation. Then several 
teachers were belated. Only today has our latest addition begun work. He 
is Shefket Effendi who holds a position in the Turkish school in the city, 
* but can give half time to us and he bids fair to be about as happy in his 
i relations tb us as Zeki “ffendi has been. Text books are stiil my 
; Mir. Pye’s 1400 English reeders never came,and an important shipment 
i | from Con/ple has lain in Samsoun over a month. Meanwhile soldiers have been 
5 burning villages in the Tavshan mountains. Four Greek, three Circasian, 
: and one Turkish village, as is said,have been héated:and lighted by the 
flames of burning houses. Having alienated as many other Moslem nationalities 
as possible the Turks are now alienating the Circasians. These things 
interfere with normal and orderly College education but I think I can keep 
, my grip on my work for about one more year. 


I have been rounding up our beneficiary 
list and find it mumbers 83. That meanss116 full-pay pupils, Soarders 85, 

day pupils 114. The amount of aid in eather work or scholarship form is 

just under Ltg.4,500. Last year it was Ltq.2,500 of which Ltg.1,000 went 

for work and Ltq.2,500 were given outright. It is probable eno students 
will yet come to ckeep the average at 200 for the year. This means virtually 
receipts of Ltq.e17,000 from boarders and Ltq.5,000 from dag pupils, Ltq.22,000 
in all, of which however, Liq.4,500 we are responsible for the provision 

by either work or direct aid. How do these facts seem to you? 


Our principle now is to mark time, saw 
‘wood, sit tight; we cannot push for progress before another spring though I 
hope we may open a night school after a little. Our expeiigesce I hope will 
notcexoe@ed< those of last year though one cannot be sure. The price of 
wheat has sharply advanced recenky. The coal mine has been shut down by the 
Nationalists. The number of boarders having increased, the boarding depart- 
ment will“$é more. ‘The Compton family, Esther, and Miss Baumgart signify 
considerable bills, but we wish to kee down expenses as far as we can. I! 
thénk therefore, the estimate of $15,000 that you presented on behalf of 
| the Managers at Boston is reasonable. We came just under the $15,000 over- 
| draft last year, and will hope to escape going beyond that figure for the 
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current year. I do not know that I need pursue this subject farther 

now. Q@fucourse our financial matters are always of prime importance. 

We were will try to do our part and must leave it to you over there to 

take care of the other end. I will do something of course by correspondence 
among my particular friends if it is possible at this distance. 

From October first the Hospital ceases to be a Relief institution though a 
certain amount of pay for dgharity patients, the support of three nurses, 
and some advantages in the procuring of supplies,is a part of the plan 

to continue until the end of next June. 


: There is much to be grateful for in our frame work for this 
school year. ! think teachers and students are pretty well balYanced in 
relation to their work. I think also our departments of instruction 

for what we actually have in hand are pretty well manned. Making reasonable 
allowances for public conditions as they are, I do not feel that there is 
any considerable phaze of our work that can be said to be seriously 
imperfect. I hope very nuch that we are to have a good year in the higher 
range of interests, always on the supposition that there is no catastrophe 
of a public nature to smash things up. But I am still the only ordained 
minister, and the preaching appointments which I cannot escape and do not 
desire to eScape, are in:danger of being met with only thin provender, 
after all the other demands upon my time and thought and heart. 

Mr. Compton is taking fine hold. “r. Wiley also is a number one Y.M.C.A. 
mane Mr. Hosford is sound and strong. If our boys do not feel the 
constraining appeal of the Christian life it will.not be for lack of 
conviction or a sympathetic attitude on the part of teachers. I have also 
written you that we have more Turkish students than ever before. I must 
not make this letter too long and will draw to a close. I wish I knew 
what plans you are making for the most of the time during the coming winter. 
I hope you both and Mrs. Getchell will become established in nervous and 
physical health,anc that you will be rejoiced at seeing definite and 
permanent servicefor our work and for the cause as a whole clearly opening 
before you. There are all the matters of building, eguipment, and 
endowment beyond the immediate emergency budget an ail the question 

of the right men and women for our work presses upon our care. 

Mr. Getchell, I do not think you need be troubled if Boston has somewhat 

of a “grouch" on regarding Marsovan. It is probably chiefly due to the 
pricking of conscience. \ve must recognize about how far thetBoard can 

help us and about where it mst get off. We want to cooperate loyally, 
and we also want to remember that in the last analasys what is done in 
'Marsovan depends on whether we do it or not.

My dear Mr. Getchell and mr. Pye;- 


A letter should be sent from the College administra- 
tion to all graduates and former students of the College if 
possible in connection with each annual Founders’ Day 
observance. We did not send out any such letters last year 
and we cannet usefully undertake it from Marsoyan this year. 
We are umder a censorship ich linits communication ito the 
utmost, though for us Ameri@ans, the Bible House is = reliable 
address. I have had only ane letter from Mr. Fetchell and 
three from Mr. ?ye in six months and wonder how many interest- 
ing and heartening communications that you have started have 
stopped by the way. I hope you get out a letter to 
our graduates and former students in America taking occasion 
to do so in connection with Founders’ Day exercises, 1920. 


These exercises were conducted piecemeal. ’*rofessor 
Ernest Bradlee Watson, Ph. D., Dean of Robert Dollese, had 
accepted our invitation to be present as aur speaker and 
guest. He got ag far only as Samsoun and was unable to secure 
travelling permi&sion for the rest of the journey. You will 
remember that °rofessor Scipio was to come last commencement 
time but could not do so. Such conditions 
in normal methods of education. 


Sunday evening, Oe teber Sist, our Service 
took the form of a program in which ten speakers gave five- 
ainute talks on "What my Colleze means in general and what 
it means to me". The institutions represented were, Colorado 
Cellege, Celorado University, Dartmouth, Denver University, 
Deane College, Forest Greve, Grinnell, Harvard, Mt. Holyoke, 
and Oberlin. Of the speakers, five were members of our 
College faculty, one a Girls* School teacher, one a N.E.k. 
worker, and three were members of our missionary ZrOupe 
Each speaker held a §.A. degree from his institution but for 
lack of tine, professianal, university, and efucation in the 
Near East were net represented on the progran, 


After waiting for Dr. Watson and for the weather, 
we had h@liday on friday, sovember 12th. In the morning. 
Field Dgy exercises areused the usual enthusiasm. At dinner 
time the members of the faculty joined the boarders at the 
College tabdie and after a good dinner several teasts were 
given in wach — same style as of Olds in the evening a 
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secial reception was held under the auspices of the Y.M.C.A. 
The Colleze morale is regarded as better than last year and 
the iaprevement is attributed in great part to the influence 
of athletics and of the ¥.M.C.A., both of which interests 
are effectively carried on by our four young American teachers 
ably supported by several of our younger native teachers. 
in the afternoog a picture of the faculty was taken with the 
full staff of twenty one persons present, of whom ten are 
Americans, four vreeks, three Armenians, one Russian, one 
Swiss, and two Turks. Several persons as the treasurer, the 
doctor, the matron and muself besides some others are largely 
occupied with duties outside the College, especially in 
Kelief work, but about fifteen persons are entirely devoted 
to College service.

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superintendance with which to carry on our industrial work 
adequately and the raw little boys that constitute so large 
a proportion of the students are less capable than former 
students were of rendering valuable service in the form of 
work.

For the present 
we keep going very cheerfully. ije¢ have paid taxes on the 
automobiles but so far on nothing else. Heavy pressure is 
to be expected any day. There have also been determined 
efforts to compel a change in our religious requirements 
and religicus instruction but we have not budged as yet. The 
diplomas of teachers are required and the trend of events seems 
much as it was prior to May 10, 1916. I conducted commence- 
ment exercises with confidential orders in my pocket to 
have things in readiness to evacuate all Americans on receipt 
of a hurry up notice. Sinilarly, one of my latest 
communigations from headquarters foreshadows the proposition 
that our stay in the country is nearing its end. I only 
mention these things as items in the days reutine but I hope 
the time will not be too leng delayed when you two mun will 
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enjoy fully established health and overflowing vigor, will 
come back and pick things up, improving what now is poorly 
done and” ready to push the work up toward the higher plane 
we ought to reach. I wish I knew how you are employing 
your tine and what cumulative progress you may be making UA 
pressing Cellege interests. Be on the watéh for good men 
to join us here. ‘There are some cracking good ones now on 
the ground, but lir. Hosford closes his work with th 
of this year.~ We must lay our first solid foundations 
in Americans. But of the three Armenian teachers, not one 
is likely to return and it is a long tine now since we 
began trying without success to bring in any Armenians 
from outside. Are we to be without any teacher of that 
tace next year? here are such young men as Yervant Basmaj- 
ian?

i have been writing Dr. Barton. 


As the days go by I think the magnitude of our set back 
2rowS upon me. The scattering of our American group, the possible 
loss of any and every native teacher, the prospective deterioration 
of our material plant, are sober realities. Merrill Isley tells 
me that Fairmount interest has been switched with him away from > 
Anatolia. Wiley is doubtful whether Dartmouth interest can be held 
pending the interruption of our work. Mr. Brainard writes me that 
he has Mr. Dane lined up for a substantial gift, but in my ond&inter- 
view with Mr. Dane, the point he especially probed was our legal 
security, when the resumption of our work began. There is no doubt 
however that the peinciples for which we stand will prevail, though 


when, anc in what form, and for what persons, are matters of uneertain- 
ty at present. 


Just now comes the reconstruction of our Bosrd of Trustees. 
As it probably would come “eventually”, I suppose we may as well say 


"why not now". Some things on this subject Suggest themselves to 
my mind. 


We want to keep near to the Board. It is ‘the parent of all 
such efforts. Interlocking directorates are all right if they are | 
worked right. JI would approve of the Prudential Committee appoint- ~~ =: 
ing a majority of the Trustees, but my judgment is strongly against 
limiting their appointees to their own members. They should choose 
the best men that they can find and be free to ehoose any man without 
regard to his membership in their own body. What is the plan for the 
Sseleetion of Trustees not appointed by the Prudential Committee? So 
. hope very mueh the Board will continue sueh assistance 
. ae, | as it is now givingto the College from the Endowment Fund for Higher 
Oe Education and in other ways,at least until funés.can be raised for 
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the College to take the place of these resources. In other words 
it seems to me the new statusphould be reached as a proeess of . 


- evolution not by revolution. 


The question of centering the Trusteeship in Winneapolis 
instead of Boston deserves a fair eonsideration, though probably 
the wisest decision would be advesse to such a plan. The response 
of the Northwest to the cause of Relief was wonderful; the interest 
was. based Wareely on a constitueney that ought to yield other fruits 
for our more permanent work: but of course the last is generally the 
head for sdministrative purposes which draws the West in its train. 
& possible alternative might be to locate the Board of Trustees in 
New York where, it is ssid, half the wealth of America is owned, and 
where there is a lsrger number of the people interested in the Near 
East. It may be however, that the form of incorporation will make 
it practically impossible to remove the Board of Trustees from 
Boston, and certainly no one has any desire to belittle what Boston 
has alrésdy done and may yet accomplish.

As for individual members of the Board, I believe Albert 
Shaw coulc be and should be seenred for one.~ I wish he were also a 
member of the Board of Governors proposed in the plan of Mr. Staub. 
wre Fe. W. Lyman also comes at onee to mind though there should be a 
clear undorstanding with him before any offieial setion is taken. 
bre Patrick lived in a carret in New York four years during thepro= 
cess of getting the Board of Trustees of Constantinople College, 
but the selection of that board @ecided and assured the future of 
that institution. You quote Mr. Johnson as saying " Put men on to 
your Board who have got money and with that money an interest in 
your work". No wonder our Lord spent the whole night in prayer be- 
fore he echose the Twelve. 


You ask "Have you any definite plan for eoming: home this 
fall?"

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sehool next year perhaps the way may be open for me to come to 
America. I hope you will give all these matters your best judg- 
ment and I hope we can correspond actively and frequently with each 


other. 


Congratulations on the funds you have raised for imuediate 
needs. I cannot give an exact statement of the College accounts. but 
we had reason to hope that our indebdtedness would not be inereased 
r. We were 715,000.00 over drawn at 
the end of the first year of reconstruction last June, but belated © 
receipts and credits, and student payments were enough in prospeet 
to carry us to the end of this year without incieasing that indebted] 
you? The Gollege is now suspended in 
operation and some expenses will be cancelled; others will continué. 
For example, not only do the salaries of some of us go on, together 
with the up keep ané protection of the plant, but we have solemn 
obligations to our teachers in prison and their families. The 
institution is not heavily in debt however and there is profound 
rceeson for gratitude to Almighty God in this fact.

Your lettiersof March 14th to Dr. Peet and myself have met me 
here. If you will read the enclosed brief statement you vill get the 
substance of what has recently happened at “arsovan. Terhaps you are 
more or less posted already through items thet have appeared in the 
papers. These experiences have been solemn indeed and the end is not 
yet. Hut as the Creeks are the parficular target of Turkish animosity 
et this time the Armenians are very lergely left in quiet. “heir 
friends vill hake some comfort in this. 


I ge you on your organization of a “Marsovan Zenevolent 
Union. I felt mich pleased at. being entrusted with a derree of 
responsibility for the use of your remiitance last year. In regard to 
this I wrote Mr. Arakelian at differen’ tines but without any reply 
and some of my letiers way have failed to get through because we were 
behind a very strict censorship. 


The proceeds of his remittance vere a little more than "4q. 
1100.00. “e try $0 be careful in the use of funds and not put money 
where itt is not needed or give shen others vill meet a particular 
need, Our general Relief fundewas carrying pretty adequately the 
needs of our ciby and region . In the sumer 14 became clear that 
the people in Sim Radji hundreds in number with scores of 
children, would not and could not undertake a school without ar: 
There were hardly any competent givers or school adminisirators left 
among them. Put here vere all those children and their widowed 
mothers who said “give us a school and cease giving us bread". "he 
general Relief funds however could ide for bread bub not for | 
school. I therefore consultabion agreed to give 30.00 per 
month for ten months from your gif} for the suppors of one teacher in 
the Armenian commnity school, no distinction of religion te be mide. — 
I wish you could have seen the itude with which the people met 
this pledge. I a= sure you would be pleased. fy tuilsions and re 
they arranged to employ two assistant teachers and a good school is 
in operation during this year. I wrote this to “r. Arakelian but 
probably he never received the letter. 


Let me say here that with misaion funds ve arranged to employ 
teacher for the few Apmenians in Avkat Radji “euy bul he had no a 
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teacher's certificate and the governmen$é vould not allow his work 
to continue long. 


Marly in the fall we were ordered by the Relief administra- 
tion to cub off general aid and concentrate on orphanages, industries 
andindividuals under our immediate care. There was & comnitiee of 
Armenians in Marsovan which had not done mich for & Year or more as 
the Relief organization was meeting the need bui which now befan activ 
service again. Jt was a good committee of several of the most reliable 
nenoef the different religious organizations. I agreed again after 
consultation to place in the hands of this committee ltiq. 100.00 per 
month for four months beginning ecember lat, and I believe yvour gift 
was well and effectively employed. “he committee had some resources 
to begin with and raised some more making 14q. 200.00 to 300,00 per 
month during the vinter and it barely met the pressing need. “et me 
add that the different community schools were carried on in a fairly 
effective vay. 


“hen we were ordered to leave at the end of “arch I placed the 
remaining Liq. 400.°0 in the hands of this committee. “here was still 
much distress in the city. “ork is very scanty. The resources of the | 
vormittee are scanty and I believed that your money ¥ould be like a 
Cod send for your needy friends in this time of most serious stress, 
I do not remember the exact amount left as a credist and we could not 
bring eway any books or vritten documents. It is some Liq. 10,00 or 
15.00, Mr. Carl Compton and his wife and -r. Hosford, three of the 
finest young Americans to be found any vhere, volunteered to remain 
and were permitted to do so. They have the care of interests ordinari- 
ly represented by Americans in Marsovan at this time. 


All who are interested in -arsovan and the Anatolia institution 

will be pleased with the organization of your Union. J hope it vill 
be able to do a very useful vork. How is bhe time to maintain faith 
and hope, courage ani! patience. Armeians who are in a land free 
from war are to be congratulated. Those of their people who remain 
behind deserve sympathy and support. -oney car be transmitted to 
iy. Compton and employed by him for the welfare of the people. A 
cood many Armenians have come from other places to Marsovan because 
they rerarded it as more sefe and pleasant to live in end for the 
aake of the schools. Please Cod there are yet many blessings for the 
people living there but ther need help through this solem crisis. 
All that you can do I an sure is needed. Again, may God bless you

My dear I. Getchell;- 


Peregrine White and his wife and daughter lodge and live for 
the time being in a place which Dr. McNaughton has bought to be the 
local abode of the rejuvinated Bithinia High School. It is on the 
Marmora and should be a good place for h&s purposes. We are comfort-. 
able there. We have also comfortable office quarters at the Bible 
House where we have a station meeting every Tupsday forenoon. Our 
numbers ere dwindling as it is at least possible that Miss Morley 
will help out in Smyrna and Miss Hinman in Broussa until the end of 
this school year. It is tedious setting to and fro between the 
house and the office taking about an hour and a half each way. Esther 
is released from Quarantine and is pushing my correspondence. She 


sails for America May llth with Mr. and Mrs. Airgood on the Megalia 
Hellas. 


One possible mistake I want to correct without delay. I spoke 


of Mr. Pavlides, lir. Zhamgochian, iir. Dadourian, and llovannes Sivaslian 


as possibly among those imprisoned. Up to the time we left they were 

not imprisoned. In Samsoun we heard quite definitely that they were 

taken immediately after we left and we supposed it was indeed so. The 
\ report was not confirmed later however and may very possible have been 
entirely unfounded. ‘ord from lir. Compton shows that our employees 
have been reduced to one fourth of the number we hoped to continue 
when we left, that is, reduced to about twelve. Also they are pro- 
hibited from teaching the orphan children and’ they are occupyéri¢ them 
with manual pursuits. This is not so bad in the spring as it might 


be at other seasons. You must still remember that the situation is 
very ominous for our Greek friends in general. 


Now I want to take up the matter of current accounts. Dr. 
Barton in his latest letter dated March 28th, while we were yet in 
Samsoun refers both to recruits and to your @ppeal for funds saying 
that both will of course have to be held up in the face of the present 
situation. For the recruits, this is indeed so. Concerning funds, — 
there is something else to be said. 


| We had the authority of our Trustees to incurr indebtedness 


not to exceed %25,000.00 when we reopened the College. Your admirable 
circular, reinforced by Dr. Barton's strong appeal called for 


What will you say when I tell you that v5 O00. »00 will cover the

| $25,000.00 “to hold our own during these extraordinary 
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immediate need up to March 22, 1921 when we left. ir. Getchell, the 
Lord's hand is in this. The fact is, we have done a good piece of school 
work for one year and seven tenths in the wake of the war. “Ye cannot 
cope with all the difficulties incident to a Titanic way but it seems 

to me the Lora has blessed our efforts in handlé¢éing our particular 
College situation. Miss Willard's efforts for the Gtr&s* School have 
brought about its relief from debt,and the ‘Bespsves was floating as 
usual with one eye above water. 


Now Mr. Getchell, we should if possible try to get this {5000.00 
cleared off without delay and we will then face the future free from 
the incubus of a debt. Thank tne Lord it is “5000.00 and not 
*25000.00. You wrote me about *1900.00 had come in on your appeal, 
and when *1600.

If and when the time comes to resume work we have no dead weight 
of past indebtedness, and no such burden to carry on our heayé in this 
interval, it will be a great boon. | 

I find here a gift of *1000.00 from my College friend, WM. W. 
Jamieson of Warren, Pennsylvania, besides some compar&tvely small 
anounts. Of course some of our expenses will continue while others 
cease, Your support and my own as well es that of the Comptons and 
others, our unfinished accounts with our American tutors, our obliga- 
tions to our native teachers who are in prison and to their families 
end the expense of up keep and protection,will bring a steady stream 
of charges on our treasury. On the other hand our endowment income 
and resources from the Board fund for higher education ought to enable 


us to pull along during the time when we have no income or outlay on 
behalf of students and teaching. 


I hope you and Dr. Barton will feel as we do here a sense of. real 

gratitude that our actual indebtedness is no greater. This is a manage 
able amount. ‘Ye need not be ashamed to face anybodywwith the conditions. 
IT have had a great deal of experience in my days in working off | 
accumulated indebtedness and it is a dreary task. If right now we can 
make such provision as will keep us clear of that danger it will be a 
solid achievement. I hope you can see it through. This is not put as 
formal Manager action but the substance of these facts and views have 


been before us together and we in one substance \of letter.

Your letter of April 19th came two days ago, and it seems as tho'

My judgment has been for some time in 
line for such work in the United States, and now the call seems fairly 
clear. If I come, I hope in be in full health and vigor, ready for 
work. I do not want or need a missionary furlough. Before the time 


of my return I hope the reorganization of our Trustees can be given 
effect in the right way. 


The question of our removing entirely from Marsovan to Some such 


point as Samsoun, Batoum, or Tiflis, has been broached, but while I 


want to keep an open mind on such questions my judgment so far is in 
favor of sticking by our own plac@. WMarsovan has much to commend it, 
but I have asked lr. Elmer to give us his opinion as to Tiflis. 


Regards to all the good friends. I am glad, Mr. Getchell, you 
are studying schools and methods. We need to keep learning for our 
own best work. There has just been held a wonderful conference of 


gstudent volunteers at Smyrna, several institutions being represented. 


We must keep up and keep on #f we are to keep a leading place even 
among the American colleges in Turkey, It seems to me the Christian 
attitude and spirit have changed in these coast institutions, and we 
must look well to ourselves if we are to do as well as they are actu-~ 
ally doing, I mean in the reality of Christian attainment. But it 
seems to me there is much to be said for the country college as con- 
trasted with the metropolitan university for the quality of results 
in character building. The more I get in touch with life in this 
capital of all the Near East, the more I am glad to do our work in 

a small place and a country college. We need not be ashamed of our 
work or our students, if we keep up to our own best. And we need not 
fear ( as I understood you once to suggest) any anti-Christian influ-~ 
ence from such men as will make useful Trustees for Anatolia College, 
provided we keep right ourselves in the work we do on the ground.

Anatolia College closed for the year June 23d, and we are now finishing 
up accounts, making reports, and bringing up arrears of seorrespondence, By the en- 
colsed circular letter you will se the main facts fort this first year of our recon- 
structién worke It has not heen easy. Peace is not yet signed with the hand, nor has 
the Pease still taken possession of the Burkich heart. We have been virtually running 
a College on a@ battie field. Yet there is much to be grateful for. There is mech un- 
certainty and unrest in the general situation, but mo serious incident has taken plage 
on our premises such as bloodshed, robbery, incendiarism, or abduction. 


Of course we have been chiefly occupied with Relief work, but it is verg 
important that as work for Relief tapers off, educational work should be gathering 
momentunme Mamy of our students have no mothers or homes, and still morc have no fathe 
ers or pecuniary resources. Under these circumstances it seems to me very significant 
that three-fifths of our students pay College bills in full. For the other two-fifths 
Im believe every friend whose home is in an American ware * town would be glad for 
his share in their assistance. 


We are very grateful for the remittance of $120.00 from the Women's Bible 
Class and the Young Ladies Class of your church. It was a great pleasure to be in 
Northfield at different tines on my enforce detention in America, and sénetimes to | 
speak in your fine College or active church. We have credited your gift to the schol- 
arship fund from which 69 students, the larger part being Armenians, have been helped. 
The majority of these are orphans. The experiences they have had during the war 
time are bitter and enough. No better place could, be found for them for the pre- 
gent than our schools Some of them are day pipils. They are the hope of the future. 
Again I think on behalf of the boys, and hope that the Ladies may be able to repeat 


Orphanege than at the College this yoars. And

It is always the men,- aye, and women,- making such 
an institution that count for most. Of our American teachers 
and College officers only four of us are on the ground, and 
we are almost entirely occupied with emergency service. Ye 
have reason to expect four or more others in time. Our teaching 
service at present rests upon five Greeks, three Armenians, one 


exception however all are young men and several of them expect 
to go elsewhere for advanced study within a year or two. 


One of our teachers has some abblity and some training 
in Music. He can carry the limited work ®f this year. But we 
have no permanent professor in your department on hand or in 
mind, unless it be yourself. Ye believe in Music. The general 
grade of culture and attainment in this country naturally is , 
not high, judged from a Yestern standpoint. But I think the 
natural capacity of our students is mat it would be with similar 
number of young people anywhere, “e have a small amount of 
music te in our course. ‘Ye used to have a large and good 
orchestra and a large and good chorus, with a ;ood many persons 
taking individual lessons on one or other line. I outlined the 
facts to pe wnen we met about a year ago, and the situation 
does not look materially different as I view it at close range 
By the way, we have 150 orphan boys on 
our premises, and nearly 300 girls, about half and half divided 
vetween the Boarding Sehoel and the orphanage. There are there- 
fore about 600 young persons already under our instruction, and 
while the grad of attainment now is at the lower stages, it | 
may be consistently ected to advance and numbers to increase 
in the years that are before us.

I am much interested to learn in communicaticns sent me by 
Yr, Albert Staub that you are one of the Executive Committee for 
the new organization planned to advance the work of american edu- 
cation in the Near East. I had occasion to visit Constantinople 
in December, met Mir. Staub again there, and persuaded him to make 
a visit with me to Marsovan, (I wish you might have made the same 
visit last summer.) | 


Failing a direct American government mandatory for this coun- 
try or some considerable part of it, conceivably a preferable oppor 
tunity for service may present itself in greatly expanding and 
strengthening the American educational system already introduced 
in its péoneer stages. Why might not you and the men associated with 
you, Mr. Vickrey, virtually take over the service essentially of a 
Department of Education for the Government on the scale of a Cabi- 
net Office? What has America to offer the peoples of this a 
the world, once Kelief work moves toward its culmination, of greate 
er permanent value than our American educaticnal system? 


I wish you and friends interested could look in and see the work 


of Anatolia College and Girls’ School as it is actually in progress. 
Relief work is absolutely first, and except for certain dhédes of ad- 
ministration each staff of workers is separate. There were many han- 
dicaps to be evercome one by one in resuming College work before 
peace was signed. Indeed we have been really running a college on 

a battle field, for the smoke of strife and conflict stall hangs 
heavily over our College field, but we manage to keep going with 
about 150 students, and with a staff of fourteen teachers. 


Behind the mail censorship we are glad to get indications 

that fuller plans are being made for the education of orphans. The 
first step was to rescue them from actual hunger, nakedness, home- 
lesness, and disease. Now, along with industrial\ training an ele- 
mentary education in school is the great means of fitting them te 
become self-supporting and useful members of their communities. We 
do not want to make things easy for them, but advanced lessons, even 
a college course and professional study should not be beyond the 
reach of picked young persons, who show step by step that they can . 
profit by the opportunities given them to work their way on. I hope 
Anatolia College is to have the chance of doing a lot for these boys. 


You spoke in one letter with regret that we did not get the 
Minnesota University Alumnae lined up right, and I wish we might - 
have done it, but I think no blame attaches to either of us. The 
women got interested and absolutely absorbed in another enterprise, 
so that Relief either in general or at Marsovan, stood no chance - 
with them at all. Don't let that leave any regret lingering behind.
